All of this, when referred to in the presence of 

Mr. Blaine’s apOlogists, of whom there are many 

about the capital, provoke them exceedingly. One 

of the most irritating things in Mr. Edmunds’s 
reply, which is accepted by men who know him 
as absolutely answering Blaine, is his coolness 
and contempt for the inspirer,and perhaps the 
writer of the attack. Itis not a new thing for 

Mr. Edmunds to treat Mr. Blaine with this 

contempt. So far as any notice from Mr. Ed- 

munds was concerned, no one would ever 
have known from anything he has said in the 


Senate that such a man as Biaine ever sat there. 
He knew Blaine through and through, was never 
dazzled by his brilliancy or blindto his methods 
oraims. The effort of Mr. Blaine to injure him 
in popular estimation will, it is believed, serve 
rather to bring him forward into greater popu- 
larity, and, instead of damaging him asa candi- 
date, will strengthen him to Blaine’s disad- 
Vantage.

A REBEL GENERAL'S CLAIM. 

The Senate took up in the morning hour 
to-day a bill for the relief of the Trustees of 
Isaac R. Trimble, who was a Confederate General 
of some prominence, and who wants to be paida 
royalty for the use by the Government of the 
Howe patent truss in the long bridge built 
over the Potomac, at this city, in 1860. Theclaim 
was first presented by Mr. Trimble in February, 


1873,"but as he was breaking up railroad com- 
munications with Washington and fighting 
against the Government at the very time the 
claim originated, it wasrejected by the Secretary 
of War. A year later the claim was again pre- 
sented, this time in the name of Mrs. Trimble 
and another female relative of Trimble. They 
made the claim under a deed of trust from Trim- 
bie, dated in May, 1861, before he began his dis- 
loyal career, and the attorney declared that in 

resenting the claim in his own name Trimble 

ad acted withont consulting the counsel of the 
Trustees. The loyalty of the new claimants was 
established, but there was a difference of opinion 
among the officers of the War Department 
as tothe power of the department to settle the 
case and no decision was reached, The matter 
was taken into Congress and a bill was intro- 
duced during the last session referring the claim 
to the Court of Claims for adjudication, and 
conferring jurisdiction upon that court to ren- 
dera judgement. It was favorably reported by 
the Military Committee of the Senate, but was 
not acted upon by the two houses. Mr. Gorman, 
of Maryland, introduced a similar bill this year, 
and it was again favorably reported upon. When 
it came up to-day Mr. Conger denounced the 
claim as an impertinent one, and asserted that be- 
fore going to war Trimble turned his peovarty 
over to the women for safety. While the Gov- 
ernment was using his invention, Mr. Conger 
added, Trimble was tighting in the ranks of the 
rebels. Mr. Maxey said that the bey 2 to the 
Howe truss had been decided by the Supreme 
Court to rest in the Trimble Trus' Mr. Hoar 
then attacked the bill with a substitute in the 
shape of a resolution petacsing: the bill to a Court 
of Claims, which would give that coyrt authority 
simply to find and report the facts. in thecase.’ 
These were, he thought, suspicious circum- 
stances about the claim, and to refer it 
would be the safer course. Mr. Gor- 
man defended the bill earnestly, and de- 
clared that to defeat it would not be 
punishing Trimble for disloyalty, but innocent 
and high-toned women. It was too late, he re- 
marked, to make war upon women and children. 
Mr. Gorman’s plea for the innocent women in 
whose name the claim had been brought was 
rather unfortunate, for he was obliged to admit 
later on, in reply to Mr. Harrison's questions, 
that both of the ladies were dead. Mr. Garland 
enlightened the Senate as to the legal points in- 
volved, and Mr. Bayard argued for the bill, say- 
ing that Gen. Trimble was so poor that nearly 
it not quite all of his claim would have to be 

aia to his creditors, so that he would not be 

enefited by it. Mr. Harrison insisted that Trim- 
ble would himself be the beneficiary. While he 
was speaking the morning hour ended, and the 
bill went over until to-morrow.

FOR AND AGAINST FREE SHIPS. 
Messrs. Frye and Vest filled up the time 
of the Senate this afternoon in the debate on the 
shipping bill. Mr. Frye concluded the speech he 
began yesterday against free ships and free ma- 


terial for ship-building, and asserted that the 
proposition to admit free ships of 4.000 tons was 
only the entering wedge of an attack upon our 
coastwise trade. Freeships, headded, were bound 
to destroy this trade, just as England had 
aiready destroyed our merchant marine. Mr. 
Frye then went over each section of the 
bill explaining it in detail. Mr. Vest followed 
in a strong appeal for his amendment provid- 
ing for the free entry of all ship-building mate- 
rials. He denounced our navigation laws even 
mofe vigorously than Mr. Beck did yesterday, 
and pointed out that the United States was the 
only nation which had not repealed the “ bar- 
barous code.” Great Britain's maritime success 
was due to her re of the navigation laws, Mr. 
Vest declared, and gave statistics in support of 
the assertion. Mr. Vest abused the protective 
tariff system so roundly that both Mr. Frye and 
Mr. Hoar felt called upon to oar him with 
questions and arguments to break the force of 
hie assertions, but they failed to disconcert him, 
while he read an old report by Mr. Frye, in which 
the latter had advocated the free admission of 
pet ea copper, in the interest of American 
ship-builders. Mr. moe asked a good many 
questions about the difference between wrought 
and unwrought materials, but finally declared 
that he stood py his report. Mr. Vest smiled and 
went on with his argument. The debate will go 
on again to-morrow.

CIVIL SERVICE IN BUFFALO. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION AND 
ITS WORK, 

Burra, N. Y., Mgy 1.—The annual 
meeting of the Buffalo Civil Service Associa- 
tion was held this evening. Mr. Jewett M. 
Richmond, Vice-President, presided. The Sec- 
retary read the report of the work of the 
association during the last year, which showed 
remarkable progress in the reform movement. 
Mayor Séoville, who came into the offie on Jan. 1, 
established rules for conducting the city service 
under the State law. The most of the depart- 


ments of the City Government, including the 
Police rtment, are now working well 
under it. Mr. John G. Milburn offered a 
resolution indorsing the bill before Congress to 
repeal the tenure of office act of 1820. Mr. E. 
L. Hedstrom spoke in favor of the resolution, 
which was carried, 

The Hon. E. C. Sprague offered a_ resolu- 
tion indorsing the Clinton bill now before 
the State Senate to make the Civil Service 
law mandatory in all cities of 20,000 
people or over. and asking the Senate to pass it 
in the form the Assembly passed it, except that 
the clause exempting Police Departments be 
stricken out. In support of the resolution Mr. 
Sprague said that it was one of the 
merits of the reformed system that the 
more men become acquainted with it 
the more thoroughly they approved of it. 
President Arthur was not known asa civil! ser- 
vice reformer when he came into a eng 
ent office, yet he had done much for reform, 
and might considered a growing reformer. 
Gov. Cleveland had not full faith in the reform 
when he became Governor, but he was now one 
of its firmest friends. Mayor Scoville was not a 
civil service reformer Jast Fall, but he is now 
one of the reform’s most efficient agents. It was 
so with all men brought face to face with 
the administration of the service who wished 
to administer it well. They became reformed. 
The system is thus shown to be essentially prac- 
tical. Mr. Sprague said the State’ of New-York 
had taken the lead in this reform, for once 
getting ahead of Massachusetts, and Buffalo led 
the State of New-York. He attributed this fact 
to a dozen earnest young men in this city 
who had started the movement here and kept it 
going. The Right Rev. 8 V. Ryan, Catholic 

ishop, made a speech heartily indorsing the re- 
form movement. A list of officera, was elected 
for the ensuing year with the Hon. Sherman 8. 
Rogers as President.

CONDITION OF AFFAIRS IN CUBA. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 1.—Capt. Goodwin,of 
the brig Josefa, from Matanzas, Cuba, said toa 
Philadelphia reporter to-day: * Very little can 
be learned by foreigners of the progress of the 
rebellion on the island.

Rumors are prevalent that the 
Government, in view of financial troubles, will 
reduce the rate of taxation to relieve the mer- 
chants and planters. The low price of sugar 
will compel planters to curtail expenses by re- 
ducing their force of help, and thousands of 
poor poonte will be suffering for food to eat be- 
fore the middle of Summer. In the history of 
Havana never were there s0 many stores vacant 
and to rent, nor so many people out of employ- 
ment. There is literally nothing doing.”

ROWELL RUN DOWN FAIRLY 


—_—o— 
FITZGERALD TAKES THE LEAD 
AND BEATS THE RECORD. 


THE WONDERFUL PLUCK OF THE EX-ALDER- 
MAN—MADISON-SQUARE GARDEN FILLED 
WITH SPECTATORS. 


The eight men who kept up their cease- 

less tramp around the saw-dust track in Madi- 
son-Square Garden yesterday looked as wilted 
and as wretched as the faded Spring flowers 
which for four days have hung over the 
doors of their wooden huts. The two 
principal contestants, Rowell and  Fitz- 
gerald, forced each_other on, on, on, with hardly 
& moment’s rest from the rising to the setting of 
the sun. The large-limbed, awkward Irishman 
proved more than a match for the well-trained 
little English champion, and, with an exhibition 
of pluck and endurance as surprising to his 
trainers as it was*to the spectators who witnessed 
it, secured and maintained through the day a 
lead of more than eight miles. 
» This achievement had a marked effect both on 
the attendance and on the betting. There were 
more people present in the afternoon than on 
any day since the match opened, and in the even- 
ing {the building was crowded to overflowing. 
Before 9 o’clock thousands of people were 
crowding each other for seats and standing four 
rows deep behind the railing surrounding the 
one-eighth mile course. More women were pres- 
ent last night than on all other evenings put to- 
gether since the contest began. They waved 
their handkerchiefs and fans at the foot-sore 
men and threw nosegays in their 8-foot wide 
pathway. Before 10 o'clock the total number of 
fifty-cent admissi6n tickets sold for the tour days 
exceeded 32,000. During the evening bets were 
offered and taken of twoto one on Fitzgerald 
winning. 

It was observed by the ticket-takers that hun- 
dreds of country people visited the Garden yes- 
terday. Some of them brought their luncheon, 
and staid tili the hands on the big clock pointed 
to midnight. The management opened the port- 
hold windows in the side and the large sky-lights 
in the glass roof, and made the atmosphere rea- 
sonably fit to breathe. A prominent clergyman 


came in on a dead-head ticket and sat with the 
reporters. He watched the weary men for an 
hour in thoughtful ounteuneenston. and before 
be went away penciled the following lines from 
a well-known hymn on the pine writing-table: 
“ Happy the man who ne’er consents 
By ill advice to walk.” 

Outside the Garden the sights are as remarka- 
ble and as interesting as they are inside. Fully 
1,000 men and boys surrounded the building last 
evening, howling at every new score-shect dis- 
played and waiting for a chance to crawl in 
through the open windows. The policemen were 
distracted. While four of them c a crowd 
of boys down Fourth-avenue some one inside let 
a clothes-line from one of the port-holesand 12 
boys climbed up, band over hand, to the roof 
and mingled with the multitude inside. Planks 
and barrels were taken from an joining car- 

ard to aidin the assault on the mission fee. 

t was long after midnight before the crowd 
went away. 

Fitzgerald left his hut at 1:48 yesterday morn- 
ing, to begin the fourth day of histramp. He 
had rested just 1 hour and 54 minutes, and when 
be appeared on the track he was thoroughly 
refreshed and started off ata rapid gait. hen 
Rowell’s trainer saw the tall form of Fitzgerald 
on the track he rushed into the tent and hur- 
riedly awoke the English champion. * Up with 
you, Charlie,” he said, ** Fitzgerald’s at work.” 

When Rowell heard this he lost no time in ar- 
ranging his toilet, and at 1:54 he was Gosgin 
the footsteps of his competitor. Rowell ha 
siept 2 hours 36 minutes and 36 seconds. Fitz- 
gerald was going at avery fast pace, and Rowell 
tollowed him. This appeared to be nag, Bees 4 
work for the tall ex-Alderman of Long and 
City, but it was a hard task for Rowell. His 
eyes were sunken, and it was evident that he 
was in poor condition. They kept up their race, 
but the pace was too hot for t jishman, 
and he was compelled to take 
of-short duration. This allowed his adversary to 
cut down the lead, and at 2 o’clock he was but 
two miles behind Rowell. The score at that hour 
was: Seay miles; Fitzgerald, 360; Noremac, 
337; Herty, ; Vint, 326; Panchot, 820; Elson, 
302, and Nitaw-eg-Ebow, 136. 

After 6 o’clock Rowell took a rest of 59 min- 
utes. While he was off the track Fitzgerald put 
in some good work, and at 7 o’clock had a |} of 
four miles. Rowell appeared on the track at 
this juncture, but Fitzgerald continued gaining 
on the sturdy Briton. At10:58 Fitzgerald caught 
up to the best record. He wasinformed of this 
fact, and immediately started on an eight-mile- 
an-hour gait to the great delight of the 
spectators. At 11 o’clock he d 387 miles 
and 110 yards to his credit. This was just 
#20 yards in advance of the re- 
corded time. During the race between the 
leaders the men looking for places were notidle 
and Noremac, Herty,and Vint put in some 
work, especiaily the first named. Duri the 
early hours otf the morning numbers of tele- 
grams were received by the estrians. Pan- 
chot was the recipient of one from an admirer in 
Buffalo, who said he would present him witha 
gold watch and chain if he covered 350 miles by 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. Panchot smiled and 
ote, <s Well, at any rate, I'll win the watch and 
chain.’ 

The stillness that reigned in the building yes- 
terday morning was broken by a row between 
“The” Davis and ‘** Dooney” Harris. It was 
brief, however, for the former knocked his op- 
ponent out in one round, with a heavy cane. At 
12 o'clock all the pedestrjans, with the excep- 
tion of the Indian, were on the track, and the 
score stood: Fitzgerald, 391 miles; Rowell, 386; 
Noremac, 360; Vint, 354; mae 41 351; Panchot, 
341; Elson, 330, and Nitaw-eg-Ebow, 136, 

Rowell went off the track at 12:45 to put on 
lighter clothing and Fitzgerald added another 
mile to his lead. All the men but Noremac were 
on the track at lo’clock. He was taking a rest 
to recuperate his strength for a good afternoon's 
and evening's work. tzgerald was more than 
a mile ahead of the best time on record, and 
showed no inclination to leave the sawdust, even 
for five minutes.

Rowell was the fresher looking man of the two, 
and kept up his even pace of six miles an hour 
without apparent difficulty. He drank enough 
Apollinaris water to float a ship. With the excep- 
tion of a few oranges, it wasthe only refresh 
ment he took ee the afternoon. is train- 
ers said that he was in excellent trim considering 
his good work, and could easily recover lost 
ground when he saw fit to exert himseif. 

Me pd . Noremac at 1:45 and went to the 
third place on the board with 863 miles to his 
credit. Elson was going somewhat lame in his 
stocking feet. This is usually the last resort.

Lonpbon, May 1.—The Ear! of Derby, Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonial Department, has 
been created a Knight of the Garter. 

A high partition wall of one of the buildings 
of William Whiteley’s mercantile establishment, 
in Westbourne Grove, London, which was par- 
tially destroyed by fire last Saturday, collapsed 
to-day a little after noon. Fifty workmen en- 
gaged in making repairs were buried in the ruins. 
Most of them were soon extricated. Eleven of 


them were seriously paraved. Two are thought 
to be in a critical condition. 

Mr. Bernhard Samuelson, member of Parlia- 
ment, in a speech made before the Iron and Steel 
Institute last night, said that the report of the 
Parliamen Committee on Technical Educa- 
tion would show that England is not behind 
other nations in the facilities offered for acquir- 
ing technical knowledge and skill. Englishmen, 
he declared, were more ready than any other 
people except Americans to adopt new ideas and 
new inventions.

FIGHTING OVER MAPLESON 


A BREEZY MEETING OF THE DI- 
RECTORS OF THE ACADEMY. 
MR. CUTTING’S POWERFUL PLEA IN BEHALF 
OF THE DOUGHTY COLONEL—THE IM- 

PRESARIO STILL BELLIGERENT. 


A meeting of the Directors of the Acad- 
emy of Music for the purpose of organizing was 
held yesterday afternoon in the office of Mr. 
Clarence A. Seward, No. 31 Nassau-street. The 
meeting lasted more than an hour and 
a half, and at its close the reporters 
were told that the following named gentle- 
men had been elected officers: Augustus L. 
Brown, President; Herman R. Le Roy, Secretary 
and Treasurer; A. J. Murphy, Assistant Secre- 
tary and Treasurer and Superintendent. It was 
also given out that Mr. F. F. Gunther had been 
elected a Director to filla vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Mr. Pierre Lorillard, who, it was 
said, had retired because his business engage- 
ments were too pressing to allow of his attending 
the meetings. 

Notwithstanding the skeleton-like and color- 
less nature of this account, and ‘the emphatic 
declaration of each and every gentleman who 
attended the meeting that no other business was 
transacted, the’ proceedings were not so placid 
and entirely uninteresting as it was sought 
to make them appear. On the contrary, 
they were animated throughout, and at 
times exceedingly breezy. As soon as the 
routine business of electing officers had been 


transacted, the ponderous and stagnant air of 
the meeting was stirred into a spanking breeze 
by Mr. Robert L. Cusine, Jr., who made a vigor- 
ous onslaught on the Directors in general for 
what he characterized as their “outrageous 
‘treatment” of Col. Mapleson. Mr. Cutting’s son- 
orous bass voice, in the course of this onslaught, 
rose at times above the din of the vehicles in 
the street, and made the very walls tremble, 
if not the persons of his hearers. He 
said in substance that the course of the 
Directors in allowing an attachment to issue 
against Col. Mapleson’s effects forthe nonpay- 
ment of the over-drawn guarantee account in 
the Bank of the Metropolis was out of al] reason 
and simply indefensible. It was all very well, he 
said, to let the account go to protest, so that the 
thing could become a matter of record, and it 
ought to have ended there, but to allow the 
Sheriff to go and seize the poor man’s properties 
was an outrage. ‘“‘ Why, now,” he exclaimed, 
**the poor man can’t even get away !” 

With what lineot defense the Directors met 
this attack has not transpired. At any rate it 
must have been a mild-manered one, for there 
was a temporary calm at the conclusion of Mr. 
Cutting’s remarks. Pretty soon, however, the 
voice of Mr. Cutting was again raised above the 
conversational pitch, and this time not in be- 
half of Col. Mapleson, but in self-defense. Mr. 
Cutting had been charged to his face 
with working to defeat the election of 
Mr. William Astor’s son-in-law, Mr. J. 
Coleman Drayton, as a Director. This charge 
Mr. Cutting vehemently,denied. The ticket 
had been made up, he said, in a great hurry, and 
some gentlemen, undera misapprehension, had 
scratchea Mr. Drayton. He frankly avowed that 
he himself had voted against eMr. Drayton, but 
that he had worked to secure his defeat he em- 
lag pn | contradicted. This explanation seemed 

be satisfactory to all parties, for it was fol- 
lowed by another calm, during which highly ami- 
cable suggestions of a good dinner at Delmoni- 
co’s were thrown out in the mellifiuous voice 
of Mr. John Hoey. 

A mild-mannered discussion as to what should 
be done in Col. Mapleson's case followed, and one 
gentleman advocated an adjustment of the mat- 
ter on the score of policy, for, said he, “the 
Colonel has a lease of the Academy for another 
year, and he may leave us in the lurch in No- 
vember.” It is said that no definite conclusion 
was reached, however, on this point. 

The last subject that came up for discussion, 
and the one over which most time was spent, was 
the question of consolidating the fortunes of the 
Academy and those of the Metropolitan Opera- 
house. A _ resolution receded by several 
whereases and authorizing the appointment 
of a committee of three to confer with a 
similar committee of Metropolitan Directors 
as to the feasibility of consolidation, was 
actually framed by some. one. and read 
to the meeting by Mr. Le » in his 
capacity as Secretary, but it was a that on 
this, as-on the Mapleson matter, the meeting 
failed to take decisive action. After the ad- 
journmen of tbe board a number of the Direct- 
ors remained in consultation apart for some 
time. It was said that these were Col. wm eae 
personal guarantors, but what matters they dis- 
cussed or conclusions they arrived at could not 
be ascertained. 

Col. Mapleson was itively joyous last even- 
ing. His face was ruddy and wreathed in smiles, 
ana he puffed at his cigar with an air of supreme 
complacency. “All that was mineis gone from 
the Academy,” said he, as happily as though 
there was not a claim in the world to set- 
tle. “The gong and the thunder, too, 
are yo. The organ is going to-morrow. When 
I tell you that Tony Pastor couldn’t produce a 
play in the Academy now, that is enough. All 
the scenery and trappings for ‘** William Tell,” 
“ Lohengrin,” “Ruy Blas,” ‘* Alda *—all the 
beautiful things are gone. There is not evena 
disguise cloak left for a villain, nor a dagger. 
Jumbo can’t be moved under three or four 
dollars, and he isn’t. worth it. Aaron 
can’t take him to Nilsson Hall and he can’t sell 
himinthe Academy.

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THE WARFARE ON THE NILE. 


WHY A FORCE HAS NOT BEEN SENT TO 
KHARTOUM. 

Lonpon, May 1.—The Egyptian corre- 
spondence shows that the Government refusdd 
to allow Indian troops to relieve Gen. Gordon on 
the ground that India has no direct interest in 
the Soudan. Among the telegrams included in 
the correspondence is oné from Earl Granville 
to Sir Evelyn Baring, suggesting that British 
troops be dispatched to Wadi-Halfa to support 
Gen. Gordon. To that telegram Sir Evelyn Ba- 
ring replied that the military authorities depre- 
cated the proposed movement on account of the 
climate. On April 9 Gen. Gordon telegraphed 
that 300 Turkish infantry and 1,000 cavalry 
could accomplish the relief of Khartoum 
and crush El Mahdiin four months. Sir Evelyn 


Baring telegraphed to Earl Granville that it 


would be impossible to organize a Turkish force 
in time to be of any use, and that to dispatch 
troops of the Sultan would involve politi- 
cal difficulties. On April 23 Earl Granville 
telegraphed to Mr. Egerton as follows: “ Gen. 
Gordon should be immediately instructed to 
keep us informed in regard to any immediate 


or prospective danger at Khartoum, and 
that in order tp be prepared for 
such danger he should advise us in 
regard to the force necessary to secure his re- 
moval. We do not propose to supply him with 
a force for the purpose of making military ex- 
peditions, such being beyond the scope of his 
commission and contra to the pavcitic policy 
which was the purpose of his mission.” . 

The Pall Mall: Gazette attacks the Daily News 
for pretending that Gen. Gordon’s mission was 
confined to rescuing the Egyptian garrisons in 
the Soudan, and pronounces it a “ mean 
excuse to say that Gen. Gordon 
be abandoned because he has been 
using the garrison to defend Khartoum. 
The Government,” it continues, “ after tak- 
ing office with the Midlothian mandate, has 
fought the batttles of Maiwand, Laingsnek, Ma- 
jubaulill, Tel-el-Kebir, Teb, and Tamasi, and it 
must know that it is ithpossible to execute pa- 
cific missions without an appeal to the sword.” 

Earl Granville, Foreign Secretary of State, has 
received the reply of the French Government to 
the English proposal for a conference to discuss 
Egyptian affairs. It is couched in very friendly 
terms, and accepts the conference in principle. 
It asks, however, tor a previous exchange of 
views between the two Governments upon mat- 
ters evidently connected with the financial ques- 
tion, which it will therefore be impossible to 
treat separately. 

In the House of Lords to-day Earl Granville 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, announced 
that Turkey had made no reply as yet to the in- 
vitation to take part in the Egyptian conference. 
The other powers, he said, had accepted, but 
France had expressed a wish to make a prelimi- 
nary communication. He stated also, that expe- 
rienced Generals deprecated the employment of 
Indian troops for the relief of Berber and Khar- 
toum. 


Dusty, May 1.—The United Ireland says 
that the true cause of the detention of Mr. 
O’Kelly, correspondent of the London Daily 
News, at Dongola, is that he aroused the hostil- 
ity ot Mr. Clifford Lloyd, Egyptian Under Secre- 
tary of the Interior, by articles which he contrib- 
uted to the Bosphore Egyptian.

THE BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE CONGO TREATY—A DEBATE ON THE 
FRANCHISE BILL. 

LonpDon, May 1.—I1n the House of Com- 
mons, to-day, Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Under 
Foreign Secretary, stated that the treaty with 
Portugal regarding the Congo would super- 
sede all former engagements with the native 
chiefs who had not been consulted. Replying 
to Mr. Henry Labouchere, Liberal, member for 
Northampton, Lord Edmund said that the Egypt- 


ian Government _ had acted within its powers in 
preventing Mr. James O'Kelly, the Daily News 
correspondent, from reaching the Mahdi’s camp. 

The Right Hon. John Balfour, Lord-Advocate 
for Scotland, announced that the Government 
would soon introduce a bill to create a Minister 
tor Scotland. 

Mr. Gladstone stated that the latest advices 
from Khartoum indicated that the city was in 
no military danger. He was unable to speak in 
regard to the termination of Gen. Gordon’s mis- 
sion until he had received replies to the .com- 
munications which the Government. had ad- 
dressed to Gen. Gordon. 

The Hon. Anthony Ashley, Under Secretary 
for the Colonies, stated that the Anglo-French 
Commission, appointed to regulate: the New- 
foundland tisheries, had signed an agreement 
modifying and defining French rights, subject 
to the confirmation of the two countries. New- 
foundland, he said, would be consulted before 
the final signature. Two British Commissioners 
would proceed to Newfoundland to explain the 

rovisions of the agreement. The Government 

lieved that the agreement would be greatly 
advantageous to British interests. 

The debate on the Franchise bill was re- 
sumed in the House of Commons this 
evening. Mr. Henry Chaplin, member for 
Mid-Lincolnshire, introduced the following 
motion: “‘That .the House considers that 
to largely increase the ‘electoral privileges 
of Irishmen, at a time when many are bit- 
terly opposed to the English connection, and 
when the openly avowed object of their 
leaders is to sever that connection, is dan- 
gerous to the welfare of -the State and 
cannot fail to strengthen the aims of the 
separatist party.”’ Mr. Gladstone said it was im- 
possible to maintain the union between England 
and Ireland except by giving equal rights to both 
countries. England wasstrong enough in Wealth 
and population, as compared with Ireiand; let ber 
be equally strong in right and justice and she 
would have abundant force to settle whatever 
matters might arise between the two countries 
in the future. Mr. Cbhaplin’s motion was not 
pressed.

THE DYNAMITE CONSPIRATORS. 

Lonpon, May 1.—In consequence of doc- 
uments found in the possession of James Eagan, 
who has been under arrest at Birmingham for 
the past three weeks, charged with complicity 
with Daly in adynamite scheme, William Mac- 
Donnell, a publican, has been arrested at his res- 
idence in Wednesbury, a market town seven 


miles north-west of Birmingham, and taken to 
that city. He is charged with being a Fenian 
District Centre. MacDonnell was taken into 
court and charged with treason-felony. He was 
remanded to jail. He will be brought’ up for 
trial with Eagan and Daly. MacDonnell’s tavern 
at Wednesbury has been the rendezvous of the 
Staffordshire Fenians. Other arrests in that 
neighborhood are considered imminent. 

The proceedings in the case of John Daly were 
resumed at Birkenhead on the arrival of the pris- 
oner there to-day, and resulted in his commit- 
ment to jail until the Chester Assizes. Col. Ma- 
jendie, Chief Inspector of Explosives, deposed 
concerning an experiment with one of the bombs 
found in Daly’s possession. ‘He stated that it in- 
flicted 160 wounds on 12 life-size wooden dum- 
mies. 

BrrMINGHAM, May 1.—A bottle of nitro- 
glycerine has been found in the garden of James 
Eagan. 

Lonoon, May 2.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Times says: “A baker’s house at 
Hagen was blown in to-day by dyna- 
mite. The motive of the outrage is un- 
known, but taken in connection with similar 
outrages in the same region it shows that the

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| ELECTING THE DELEGATES

THE ARTHUR MEN OUSTED IN 
MARYLAND. 

“THE DELEGATES AT LARGE ELECTED ON A 
PLATFORM NAMING BLAINE AS THE , 
CHOICE OF THE STATE REPUBLICANS. 

HAGERstown, Md:, May 1.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention, to-day, during a session 
lasting from noon until 7 o’clock, passed resolu- 
tions declaring that Mr. Blaine was the choice of 
the State for President, and elected four del- 
egates at large who are favorable to Blaine. The 
Blaine men this morning recovered from the 
panic into which they had been thrown by the 
combination of the Arthur men last night and 
showed a bold front. Before the convention met 
there was much caucusing. The Eastern Shore 
caucus decided to indorse Senator Thomas Hod- 
son and Col. James Wallace. William T. Warbur- 
ton refused to allow his mame to go before the 
caucus, thinking he would not be given a fair 
show, and this insured his defeat. The Western 
Maryland caucus indorsed Lycurgus N.: Phillips 
and Congressman Holton. The friends of Post- 
master Adreon, of Baltimore, were confident of 
his success, and had secured an indorsement by 
the Fifth Congressional District caucus. His de- 
feat, however, was assured by the Committee on 
Credentials, after the convention met, by stating 
that the seven anti-Adreon delegates from Balti- 
more City had been granted seats in the conven- 
tion. Hadhe been able to command the solid 
city delegation he would have been able to dic- 
tate terms and would have been selected delegate 
at large instead of Wallace. 

Amid the skirmishing over the delegates be~ 
fore the convention met, the matter of instruc- 
tions seemed almost lost sight of, but it excited 
a good bit of concern among theleaders. John 
T. Ensor, the Blaine manager, had drawn up” 
resolutions strongly pledging the delegates to 
Blaine. He saw that they could notvpass. Many 
of the delegates instructed by the counties to 


work for Blaine showed a decided disposition to 
object, and the result was the resolution was put 
in as a tail to the platform. 

Chairman Garry, of the State Central Commit- 
tee, called the convention to order, and the mat- 
ter of temporary organization was speedily set- 
tled without a ripple by the election of Dr. W. 
H. Perkins, of Washington County, as Chairmar 
and A. L. Thorp, Secretary. The usual commit- 
tees were appointed and retired, and the conven- 
tion took a recess for*an hour. When it met, the 
committees were not ready to report, and Mr. 
Ensor made a ringing Blaine speech. He de- 
nounced those who were attacking Blainé, and, 
in alluding to Henry Ward Beecher’s recent ut- 
terance, said he did *‘ not care what may be said 
by a religious or political crank.” The Commit- 
tee on Credentials finally reported in favor of 
seating the delegates, and the Committee on 
Resolutions, through Mr. Garry, reported the 
following platform, which was adopted: 

Resolved, I. That the Republicans of Maryland, in 
State Convention assembled. declare their confidence 
in the success of the Republican Party of the nation 
under the standard-bearer to be named by the Chicago 
Convention June 3, 1884, knowing the necessity for 2 
continuance of Republican administration of the af- 
fairs of Government, which Democratic inability and 
incapacity would imperil, and because tie forces of Re- 
publicanism, embodying the intelligence and numbers 
of the people, are united inthe support of the princt- 
ples and policies indispensible to the Republic’s safety. 

Il. That the wise, conservative, and patriotic Ad- 
ministration of President Arthur cOmmauands our most 
cordial approve. 

Ill. That the prosperity of our country requires the 
fostering protection of our industries; that the Repub- 
licn Party has always supported this system of protec- 
tion, and is pledged to maintain it in the future; that the 
Democratic Party is pledged to a financial po'icy which 
would be ruinous to the prosperity of our agricultural, 
manufacturing, and commercizl industries; that we 
view with alarm the action of the Democratic majority 
in the present Congress in favor of reckless and indis- 
criminate reduction in the tariff; that any revision of 
the tariff which may be needed should be intrueted to 
the friends and not tothe enemies of a protective 
system. 

IV. That we cordially approve of the steps that have 
been taken in the direction of a reform of the civil serv- 
ice of the United, and demand that the reforms shall 
be extended and enlgrged so as to prohibit any effort 
on the part of the office-holders to control. primary 
elections or political conventions beyond the exercise 
of their individual privileges as citizens. 

V. That it is the duty of the Government to profit by 
the experience of other maritime nations, and we favor 
such legislation as will Geter wnd encourage our 
shipping interests and thé establishment of our navy 
u ca besis in keeping with our necessities and dig- 
nity as a maritime nation. 

VI. That the adberence of the Republican Party toa 
sound financial policy demands the immediate sus- 
.pension of the coinage of the stundard silver dollar, the 
retirement of the trade doliar, und the udjustment of 
the currency to the standard of gold. 

VII. We demand that every citizen shall have the 
right to cast a free ballot and have it fairly counted. 

“Sieseteed, That the Hon. James G. Blaine is the choice 
of the Republicans of Maryland, and while thus ex- 

ressing our preference, we pledge the Republican 

arty of Muryland to the nominee of the Republican 
Convention. ‘ 

The question of electing delegates at large was 
then taken up. Congressman Hart B. Holton, of 
Baltimore County; Col. James Wallace, of Dor- 
chester; Senator T. 8. Hodson, of Somerset; Ly- 
curgus N. fe of Frederick; William T. War- 
burton, of Cecil, and Col. Harrigon Adreon, of 
Baltimore, were nominated. ‘The vote was as 
follows, the four first named being elected: Hol- 
ton, 115; Wallace, 71; Hodson, §8; Phillips, 85: 
Adreon, 66; Wharburton, 38. Alternates were 
selected as follows: Daniel Chishoim, of Garrett; 
J. H. L. Smith, of Baltimore; A. L. Thorp, of 
Talbot,and W.J. Hand, of Queen Anne’s. Thomas

MINNESOTA FOR BLAINE. 
A MAJORITY PROBABLY FOR .EDMUNDS A$ 
SECOND CHOICE. 

St. Paut, Minn., May 1.—The Republic- 
an State Convention to-day was a less exciting 
affair than had been anticipated, though there 
were occasional ripples of excitement and out- 
croppings of factional jealousies. The proceed- 
ings were, as a whole, markedly harmonious, 
This was, however, due rather toa sensible rec: 
ognition of the necessities of the case than te 
anything else. Late last night it became known 
that Sabin intended to leave Davisin the lurch,and 
turn his stregth over to ex-Gov. Pillsbury. This 
aroused the Blaine element to vigorous action, 
the result of which was a caucus this morning 
and the formation of a strong combination, 
pledged to support Davis, the avowed friend of 
the Maine statesman. A careful canvass showed 
that the Blaine men hada decided majority of 


the delerates, and Sabin, recognizing this, wisely 
decided not to makea fight. A compromise was 
proposed, accepted, and loyally carried out by 
the convention, which resulted in the election of 
both Sabin and Davis as delegates at large. 

Immediately on the opening of the convention 
it was evident that it was 1n the hands of Blaine 
sympathizers, but though they were tre domi- 
nant power. it is fairto say that they judiciously 
refrained from attempting to act in such a man- 
ner. The contest tor the remaining places on the 
delegation was somewhat more exciting. C. B. 
Graves, however, was chosen as the third mem- 
ber. For the fourth place the fight lay between 
Oo. B. Gould an M. H. Dunnell, with 
S. D. Peterson holding the balance of power. 
The last named, however, could not hold his 
followers together, and when he withdrew iu 
favor of Dunnell enough of his votes went to 
Gould to elect him. The kindred faction made a 
gentler attempt to obtain recognition, and suc- 
ceeded to the extent of having its leader placed 
at the head of the Electoral ticket on condition 
that no contest should be made at Chicago. The 
strong Blaine plank in the platform will doubt- 
less have great weight with the delegates at 
large, though it will not make them a unit. 
Senator Sabin will vote for Arthur so long 
as there is hope, and is credited with leanings 
toward Logan for second choice. Gould and 
Graves will probably vote for Blaine at first, but 
cannot be relied on to-stay by him. They will 
probably turn to Edmunds. Davis is out and 
out for blaine, and wi!l work for bim so long as 
he sees the ghost of a show for siccess. As a 
whole, the 14 Minnesota delegates will be divided 
among themselves, with a probabie majority for 
Edmunds on the second or third ballot. 

The main points of the platform are as ‘ol- 
lows: 

It declares allegiance to the principles heretofore 
proclaimed and approved by the people in six succes- 
sive Presidential elections; expresses belief in national 
supremucy, in the Government being clothed with per- 
manent authority for the regulation of all matters of 
national concern; declares it the tirst duty of the Goy- 
ernment to seoure to every voter the right to cast his 
ballot freely and without fear, and to have it 
honestly counted. On the tariff questions it 
says: “We udvocate tariff! laws which, 
while furnishing the necessary revenue, 
shall favor the labor.anud industrial enterprise of the 
country and not assail them, while weinsist upon a re- 
duction in customs duties because of the dangerous 
surplus in the Treasury receipts. Atthe same time we 
deem it essential that this reduction should be made 
with the least injury to the labor and manufacturing 
interesta of the country.” The platform further de- 
cliares in favor of ‘unlimited coinage, both gold 
and silver, upon the ‘basis of the intrinsic value 
of each in the markets of the world; in the 
issuance by the Treasury of gold and silver certificates. 
equal in amount to the surplus gold and silver in the 
Treasury on @ basis of its intrinsic value, whether 
coined or uncoined, and of the .redem and cancel- 
tation by the Treasury of all other evidences of debt 
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ARTHUR IN KENTUCKY. 


Lovisvitte, Ky., May 1.—The notable 
feature ot the State Republican Convention to 
day was the enthusiasm manifested for Blaine 
whenever bis name was mentioned. It was agreed 
last night that there was to be no instructions. The 
Arthur machine had control, and the opposition 
could demand no more than that concession. 
When the'convention met William Cassius Good- 
loe, the temporary Chairman, made an address, 


in which the mention of Blaine produced great 
enthusiasm, while the names of Arthur, Edmunds, 
and Lincolu were passed over with emakh atten- 
tion. Commissioner Evans, the permanent 
Chairman‘and -dicector of the Arthur machine, 
was received with light demonstrations, while 
Col. W. ©. Bradley, his opponent, reecived a per- 
fect ovation from the house. | 

The day was spent in waiting for committee 
reports, and when that on credentials cameo in, 
at8&P. M., the convention was tranformed into 
a howling mob. The machine had simply 
cast out every Blaine contestant without 
exception. John D. White and L. P. Tarlie- 
ton ied the resisting forces, supported by 
many who wanted tosee fair play. The Chair- 
man of the Committee on Credentials, an Ar- 
thur man, made the hasty admission that the 
committee had discovered there was as much 
fraud on one side as on the other, and that 
it had given seats to the delegations having 
the largest reporied vote. As baliot-box stufiing 
was the fraud charged, this put a prem um on 
fraud and the Blaine men appealed to 
the convention amid wild excitement, offer- 
ing a substitute to esclude both contesting 
delegations in the interest of decency and fair- 
ness, The Chairman, desiring to be fair, gave 
rein to the discussion. At 11 P. M. there was a 
dead-lock of somewhat bitter wrangling, with 
little prospect for a conclusion § to-night. 
The Blaine men were united and determined, 
supported by the great sympathy of the specta- 
torstoaman. It was merely obstructive. how- 
ever, as the machine was in full control and, 
by overruling all parliamentary forms, the 
Arthur delegates were seated, and at midnight 
the convention was electing delegates. 

BEES A Re: 
STANDING OF TEXAS DELEGATES. 

Fort WortH, Texas, May 1.—The session 
of the Republican Convention to-day was almost 
entirely consumed in the promulgation of a 
platform and the election of delegates at large. 
The platform looks to the nomination of a 
straight ticket, which matter has been deferred 
to the State Executive Committee. Judge C. C. 
Binkley, Robert Zapp, Richard Allen, and N. W. 
Cincy were chosen delegates at large. The two 
latter are colored. A resolution instructing the 

» delegation to vote for Blaine was greeted with 
uproarious applause. A motion to table the res- 
olution was almost unavimously voted down. 
The resolution was referred and may be called up 
to-night. 

It is dificult to obtain any expression as to 
preferences, but the following are believed to be 
those of the delezates-elect: Edmunds, 1; Biaine, 
18: Arthur. 6: Logan, 1. Collector Malloy. of 
Gulveston, failing of election in his own district, 
theSventh, and as delegate at large, had himself 
elected one of the delegates trom the Fourth dis- 
trict, without instruction. Phe disposition on 
the part of some to defer to the choice of the 
Republican States, and on the part of others to 
drive a shrewd bargain, may cause the delegates 
‘to waive individual preferences, but if Blaine 
shows up strong at Chicago he will receive an al- 
most solid vote from the Texas delegation. The 
colored people claim the election of two of their 
number as delegates at large as the recognition 
for which they contended.

PROVIDENCE, R. IL, May 1.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention to elect delegates to Chi- 
cago was held here to-day.

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FORT WAYNE TO BE TRANSFER- 
RED TO PENNSYLVANIA. 
BONDS TO RUN FOR NEARLY A THOUSAND 
YEARS TO BE ISSUED—FULL DETAILS OF 

THE MONSTER DEAL. 

PriTtsBpuRG, May 1.—The discovery was 
made to-day that the reports which have been 
circulated for a year past of movements on tho 
pact of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Railroad to obtain control of their road have 
been incorrect, and that, instead of endeavoring 
to keep the Fort Wayne out of the Pennsyl- 
vania’s hands, negotiations have been steadily 
progressing looking to a result no less widely dif- 
ferent than the transfer in fee simple of the 
property to the Pennsylvania, The misappre- 
hension grew out of a combination of cir- 
cumstances. When the Fort Wayne was 
leased to the Pennsylvania one of the pro- 
visions of the agreement was that stock, 
to be known as “ betterment stock,” should be 
issued by the Fort Waynein payment for im- 
provements made by the lessee. The quantity 
of this ** betterment stock” increased year after 
year, unti) it became evident that in a short time 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company could hold 
certificates representing a majority of the total, 
and would therefore control the palicy of the 
Fort Wayne Company. Nothing of this kind 
was contemplated by the Fort Wayne stock- 
holders when the lease was made, and over a year 
ago they began to search for the best way out of 
the dilemma. ‘this fact reached the public, and 
the report gained currency that it was proposed 
to exchange bonds for the betterment stock. 

A proposition of this kind may have been sug- 
gested, butif so it was rejected, and what was 
finally decided upon was to issue $22,000,000 of 
bonds, the payment of the principal and interest 
of which will be guaranteed by the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company: to exchange these 
bonds for the original stock of the company, 
and so transfer the road to the Pennsylvania 


Railroad Company, which will be the ny stock- 
holder of the Fort Wayne Company after the 
bon are all issued. It was intended 
that this plan should be consummated 
to-day, and a meeting of the Fort Wayne 
stock and bond holders was called to be he!d at 
the general office in this city for that purpose. 
President Myers, Gen. Cass, and other prominent 
stockholders were present at the appointed time, 
but, owing to the fact that foreign proxies which 
were expected by mail did not arrive, the meet- 
ing was postponed until the 2lst inst. The mat- 
ter will efinitely settled at that time. The 
bonds to be issued in exchange for stock will run 
until the year 2,868, or nearly 1,000 years. 
They will bear interest at the rate of 7 
per cent. This is the same compensation re- 
ceived by the original stockholders under the 
lease, and it will be paid in the same manner, viz., 
in quarter installments. Messrs. Myers, Cass, and 
Lanier, mm their circular to stockholders on the 
subject, say: ‘The consummation of this plan 
will settle forever all controversy, and give you 
a security of the very highest class, running for 
nearly a thousand years, or more.” Notwith- 
standing the magnitude of the deal, this is the 
first explanation of its character given the pub- 
lic. Mr. Haley, the Seretary of the Fort Wayne 
Company, says that while the Pennsyivania Rail- 
road Company will own the Fort Wayne Road, 
the company will continue to exist as at present. 
This is required by the charter. About a year 
will be required to complete the transfer. 
— 


UNION PACIFIC MEN STRIKE. 
Omaua, Neb., May 1.—Considerable more 
trouble than was anticipated has been developed 
to-day concerning the reduction of wages of the 
Union Pacific employes going into effect to-day. 
A large number of the shop men refused to go to 
work this morning and held a meeting at the 


City Hall this afternoon. It was resolved to re- 
sist the proposed reduction. A large mass-meet- 
ing was held in the Academy of Music this even- 
ing. The men who quit work are organized 
thoroughly and will persuade as many others as 
possible to quit work to-morrow. The trainmen 
and switchmen are on duty to-day, but their ac- 
tion to-morrow depends on the report of a com- 
mittee ap ointed to confer with General Man- 
ager Clark. The latter says the only compromise 
can be made is to increase the working hours 
from eight to ten, with a 10 per cent. reduction 
for 10 hours’ work.

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THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S VIEWS 

ON INTERVENTION. 

A LETTER TO THE HON. SIMON CAMERON 
GIVING HIS REASONS FOR OPPOSING 
INTERVENTION IN SOUTH AMERICA, 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The publication of 

&@ dispatch from this city outlining Attorney- 

Genetal Brewster's views in opposition to the 

adoption of Blaine’s South American policy by 

the present Administration, has given rise to 
many inquiries as to why,the opinion has not been 
given to the press. While itis not possible just 
now to get the letter sent to the President, an- 
other letter written by Mr. Brewster to the ven- 
erable Simon Cameron and expressing substan- 
tially the same opinion as the Attorney-General 
submitted to the President has been obtained, 

Mr. Oameron{was in Washington about the time 

this vigorous policy was talked of, and he spoke 

to Mr. Brewster about it. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral promised to communicate his opposition to 
the policy in writing, and the following is a copy 


of his letter: 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8, 1884, 

My DEAR SIR: Remembering our conversation on 
the subject of the right of this Goyernment to inter- 
vene, und the bah Stnae B td our calling on Buropean 
powers to unite with us to intervene and stop the Jong, 
fierce war between Chili and Peru, 72 have asked me 
tp give you a sketch of the opinions I expressed to you 
then. I will do so now in a hasty and conversational 
way, for I cannot spare much time to write with delib- 
eration and care. 

The first question to be considered is that of inter- 
vention. Itis avery serious subject, und has always 
been so considered, anda very troublesome and dan- 
gerous one. Of course, in the history of the world at 
different times, upon various pretexts, after nations 
had exhausted themselves in savage wars, great pow- 
ers haye interfered from selfish considerations under 
the pretext often of humanity or religion. Since the 
law of nations has been recognized asa system to be 
obeyed and respected, France, England, and Russia in- 
tervened on behalf of the Greeks; und the late Congress 
of Berlin was an intervention by the great powers to 
rescue Turkey from the destruction that seemed ap- 

roaching. In modern times it has ever been done with 

esitation. In 1820 there were difficulties in Italy and 
Spain and Naples. Then the great powers at Laybach 
proposed to interfere to suppress the troubles in Italy, 

ut the British Government protested against it, ac- 
knowledging that where immediate security or essen- 
tial interests required it,and where the rights of a 
State were seriously endangered by others, and by their 
owndisordered condition, a right to interfere would ex- 
ist, but denied that this right should be received as a 
genera) principle, and it could not without the utmost 
Ganges be incorporated into the ordinary diplomacy of 
States, or into the institutes of the law of nations. 
My recollection of thig subject has been excited by re- 
ferring to the history of the State whose broken con- 
dition was the subjectof our conversation, and 1 re- 
membered very wellthe stand that Mr. ae took, 
and the course that was pursued by the Britis Govern: 
ment in opposition to the proposed measures of the 
Congress at Laybach and the Congress of Verona in 
1822, And it is to be remembered that the British 
Government was not then a Liberal Government. It 
wasa Tory administration, and one that had strong 
affinities with absolutism; one that had mainly con- 
tributed. to re-establish the old Governments of Europe, 
and overthrow the French Kmpire, in the cause of 
what they called conservatism. have occupied some 
pleasant hours in re-reading those clear and manly 
protests of Mr. Canning, written and spoken. 

I am not unmindful of what may be understood and 
can be believed to be te animus ofthe English policy 
at that time and since. In the first place, what was pro- 
posed to be done by the powers at Laybachand Verona 
was to intervene against revolutionary action in estab- 
lishing liberal Governments in the Peninsulas and in Sar- 
dinia, and this was done avowedly in favor of absolut- 
ism. denouncing liberal institutions as destructive of 
social order, and as introducing a system of universal 
anarchy, It was pretended to be in the cause of human 
civilization. The English aristocracy andthe then Tory 
Government wee restrained by a public sentiment they 
could not confront or resist. And then, too, the strongest 
of English absolutists or conservatives would be re- 
luctant tolie down with such advocates of arbitrary 
power and to accept such dogmas of despotism as they 
avowed. The highest English aristocrat, from the free 
spirit of his English blood, would be considered a lib- 
eral in absolute Governments. But England had her 
own purposes and her own policy—traditional, inflexible. 
She was and is the sea rover of the world, and her 
wealth and strength must be maintained by com- 
merece and by foreign possessions. From the 
day that Spain had first acquired its vast ter- 
ritorial empire in the West, the English had been in- 
trusive and aggressive. The Spanish crown, by a sys- 
tem of laws and by a severity of enforcement, exclud- 
ed all foreigners from intercourse with those posses- 
sions; practically, the whole of Europe was excluded. 
The French, and the English who instigated the 
French to counteract that exclusion, in their spirit of 
aggression and thelr passion for gain encouraged those 
roving enterprises which finally degenerated into a 
systematized organized piracy. The buccaneers 
were organized by French and English com- 
manders, who led the scourings of the earth 
to maintain their purpose of sea robbing. In 
their rendezvous they established, somewhere in the 
Spanish Main, I think, a kind of mock republic. This 
condition of pillaging continued down almost to the 
time of our own Revolution, and never was persistently 
and openly assailed by the English until they had 
established colonies and pogsessions in the West Indies 
and on the Continent of South America, and until they 
began to feel the destructive effect upon their own 
commerce of their own marauders. Why, as late as 
1720, in theIsland of Jamaica, two Englishwomen were 
hung, each being the Captain of a piratical ship. Capt. 
Kidd was commissioned as a sort of privateer to punish 

irates, and to make Fn by capturing them. He 

ound the temptation of roving too great; he turned 
robber himself. 

The English from the first hankered to enjoy the ad- 
vantages of the South American commerce, and the 
revolutionary condition in South America was quite 
acceptable tothem. The allegiance to Spain being re- 
nounced and new Governments established, there were 
then new avenues of trade opened to them, and tobe 
enjoyed by them almost alone. The South American 
Spaniards produced nothing but raw material, precious 
metals, valuable woods, medicinal plants, gems, wool. 
sugar, cocoa, coffee, hides, and such other commodities. 
These Englaud wanted, while in turn she sold to 
them all that she manufactured. and all that she could 
bring from her other possessions which they might 
need. It was the policy of England to encourage those 
revolutonars movements in South America, and set 
her face as flint against any intervention that would 
help to suppress this and restore those possessions to 
the Spanish Crown, and from that day to this they have 
enjoyed that commerce, and from that day to this in- 
trigued and schemed to retain it by all the arts of di- 
plomacy, and by persistent intermeddling in the affairs 
of those States, kept alive their distractions, fearing that 
peace would bring its arts and industries to displace 
their traffics, and Le apes their commerce by inviting a 
wider connection with other people on better terms. 
As will appear by his correspondence, Mr. Canning 
affected to have been willing that there should be Bour- 
bon Princes there. In point of fact that was not so. 
They wished to see no new dynusties established whose 
affinities and political and commercial policies would 
be with the Latin races, and whose religion would be 
Catholic, as must have been had such dynasties been 
established. Confusion, revolution, separation from 
Spain, independence of Spain, was what the English 
wanted: and they believed that the governments to be 
founded on the ruins of the Spanish authority by such 
a population would be—as they have generally proved 
to be—so disturbed, distracted, and sem!-anarchical, 
that they would be always able to rule results and con- 
trol the commerce; and such has been the consequence. 

When days of peace and political tranquillity shall 
come, then will be our day of commercial intercourse 
with these struggling people. They will remember 
how we stood by them, and so secured for them those 
institutions they were earning to use and enjoy. Pass- 
ing this queens of the right of intervention, let me 
ask, would it be proper for this Government to invite 
others—European governments—to intervene with it 
for such a purpose? »Would not this be an opportunity 
that land would eagerly seize; would it not bea 
concession that would establish a precedent that 
English and other European powers might seek to push 
further in the future than we would be willing to suffer? 
And might not such an attempt upon their part here- 
after Jead to a collision between them and ourselves 
that would be more destructive and painful to consider 
than the disorder which it has been proposed to stop? 
The Monroe doctrine is not a Be of political senti- 
mentality. I believe this overnment was pre- 
ordained to give man a chance as a human 
being and to repudiate the thought that he is 
the property of a dynasty or an aristocracy. I believe 
it is the logical result of Christianity, and we are work- 
ing our way in a practical manner that puts all 
dynastic and aristocratic Governments to shame. We 
can secure and maintain the blessings of a peaceful, 
orderly, prosperous Government by popular will. The 
Governments in Europe are aristocratic and semi- 
despotic; the Governments in Asia are absolute despot- 
isms, With them we want nothing to doas Governments 
by way of alliance or union of action. Washington, 
by an inspiration saw this, and laid it down as an axlom 
which we have lived by, deprecating such alliances 
under all circumstances. When France, in the throes 
of ber first great revolutionary struggle, and just after 
she had aided us to obtain our independence, sought 
our sympathy and our material and potntonl h Ip. he 
repelled it—and happily so, and he did it upona high 
principle, a high principle, a wise principle, a just prin- 
ciple, which placed usas to those other nationalities 
ust where God had placed us, unassociated with them 

y eny entangling alliance, or any unity of lit. 
ical interest. For the sake of the pe. itical 
faith we protess and the political life we 
live, is it not our duty to say to these dynastic 
and aristocratic Governments of the Old World stand 
aside, conduct your own affairs, maintain and regulate 

our own policies according to your own public creed, 
but on this continent you cannot come. Our public 
life, and those wo seek here to live the sime politica! 
life of republican Government, shali not be molested 
or troubled by you. As by the very law of your be- 
ing you reject pop’ wer as a fallacy, and 
declare it be an unmitigated public and social 
evil, and wold cast it out forever,’ so do we 
reject yes and your pretensions, and believe your po- 
litical interference to lead to —- contamination 
and social misery and ruin, and we will have nothing to 
do with you or suffer your presence in any way upon 
these two continents. 

It is a remarkable fact that before Mr. Monroe’s 
message wus propounded proclaiming and repelling the 
idea of Furopean interference here, Mr. Jefferson 
wrote a letterto Mr. Monroe upon this subject, and 
treated of it fully. I will here give it to you: 


MONTICELLO, Oct. 24, 18283. 
To the Prestdent: 


DzAR SIR: The question presented by the letters 
ou have sent meis the most momentous which has ever 
n offered tomy contenppinsion sincethat of Independ- 
ence. That made us a Nation; this sets our compass 
and points the course which we are to steer through 
the ocean of time opening on us. And never could 
we embark on itt under circumstances more aus- 
icious. Our first and fundamental maxim should 
be never to entangle ourselves in the_ broils 
ot pe. Our second, never to suffer Europe 
to intermeddle with cisatiantic aire. Amer- 
ica, North and South, has a set of interests dis- 
tinct from those of Europe, and peculiarly her own. 
She should therefore have a system of her own, sepa- 
rate and apart from that of Europe. While the last is 
laboring to become the domicil of despotism, our en- 
deavor should surely be, to make our hemisphere that 
of freedom. One nation, most of all, could disturb us 
in this pursuit; she now offers to lead, aid, and ac- 
company us in it. By acceding to her pecepeven we 
detach her from the bands, bring ber mighty weight 
into the scale of free government, and emancipate a con- 
tinent at one stroke, which might here ola lone 
doubt and difficulty. Great Britain is the nation which 
ean do us the most harm of any one or a)! on earth, and 
with her on our side we need not fear the whole world. 
With her, then, we should most sedulously cherish a 
cordial friendship, and nothing would tend more to knit 
our affections than tobe fighting once more, side by 
side,inthe same cause. Not that I would purchase 
even her amity at So Bice of taking part in her wars. 
But the warin which the present proposition might 
engage us, should that be its consequence, is not her 
war, but ours. Its ob, isto introduce and establish 
the American system of keeping out of our land all 
foreign powers; of never permitting those of Europe 
to intermeddle with the irs of our nations. Itisto 
maintain our own principle, not to depart from it. And 
if, to {ncliltate this. we can effect a division in the body 
of the Euro powers, und draw over to our side its 
Tr, surely we should doit. But 
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But we have first to ask ourselves a question. Do wa 
wish to acquire to our own confederacy any one or more 
of the Spani ces? I candidly confess that I have 
ever looked on Cuba‘as the most interesting addition 
which could ever made to our system of States. 
The control which, with Florida Point, this island 
would give us over the Gulf of Mexico, und 
the countries and istlimus sneering on it, as 
well as those whose waters flow into it, would fill 
up the measure of our political well-being. Yet, 
as lam sensible that this can never be obtained, even 
with her own consent, but by war, and its independence, 
which is our second interest, (and especially its inde- 
pendence of England,) can secured without it, I 
have no_ hesitation in abandoning my first wish to 
future chances, and accepting its independence, with 
peace and the friendship of Bngland, rather than its 
assoctati:-n, at the expense of war and her enmity. 

I could honestly. layimy join in the declaration 
proposed, that we aim not at the acquisition of any of 
those possessions; that we will not stand in the way of 
any amicable arrangement between them and the 
mother country; but that we will oppose with ail our 
means the forcible interposition of any other power, 
as auxiliary, stipendiary, or under any other form 
or pretext, and most especially. their transfer 
to any power by conquest, cession, or sacquisi- 
tion in any other way. I should think it, therefore, ad- 
visable that the Executive should encourage the 
British Government to a continuance in the Eopcat- 
tions expressed in these letters by an assurance of his 
concurrence with them as far us his authority goes, 
and tha. as it may lead to wur, the declaration of which 
requires an act of Congress, the case sball be laid be- 
fore them for consideration at their first meeting, and 
ung the reasonable aspect in which it is seen by him- 
set. 

I have been so long weaned from political subjects, 
and haye so long ceased to take any interest in them, 
that] am sensible! am not qualified to offer opinions 
on them wary of any attention. But the question 
now proposed involves consequences so lasting and 
effects so decisive of our future destinies as fo re- 
kindle all the interest I have heretofore felt on such 
occasions, and to induce me to the hazard of opinions 
which will prove only my wish to contribute still my 
mite toward anything which may be useful to onr 
counter- And praying you to accept it at only what it 
is worth, ladd the assurance of my constant and affec- 
tionate friendshipand respect.—Jefferson's Works, Vol. 
VIL., page 315.

COLORADO'S FIRST VOTE. 
——--—~>----—- 
From the San Francisco (Cal.) Bulletin. 

The Constitutional Convention, of Col- 
orado, had completed itsl abors; the Committee 
of Revision, whose Chairman, Judge Wells, one 
of the recent Territorial Judges, noted for not 
only his high legal attainments, but also for his 
elegant phraseology and literary accomplish- 
ments, had made the final report, which was 


adopted; all that remained was the signing of 
the instrument. The convention took a recess 
to allow time to have the Constitution written 
out on parchment. Some of the members were 
loitering in the ante-room of the large hail in 
which the convention held its session when all of 
a sudden one of the members spoke up and said: 
“We have forgotten something. We have made no 
provision for Colorado to cast its vote at the ap- 
Broeching Presidential election.’ Thatcher re- 
plied, “ That is#o, and we must at once arrange 
it. Tell the Sergeant-at-Arms to go for the 
President and all the absent members and have 
the convention immediately reassembled.” This 
was done and a clause inserted in the Constitu- 
tion authorizing the Legislature of Colorado 
at its first session to elect Presidential Electors. 
The Legislature met on the Ist of November, 
and on the Tth day of that month met in joint 
convention and elected three Republican Presi- 
dential Electors, who duly cast their votes in the 
Electoral College for Hayes and Wheeler. There 
could be no provision made in time for the peo- 
ple at large to vote for the Presidential Electors, 
as they would have to do this by the preliminary 
action of the State Legislature in a general elec- 
tion law, which, of course, could not be passed 
and placed in operation within the two days in- 
tervening between its meeting and the Presi- 
dential election. Colorado has, of course, since 
adopted the mode of the other States in this mat- 
ter. Its first Presidential vote was to meet the 
emergency. Hadit not been for an accidental 
remark the convention would have adjourned 
without making a needed provision. There 
would have been no need for the Electoral Com- 
mission, as, without the vote of Colorado, there 
could have been no disagreement on the subject 
of who was elected President, Tilden would 
huve been, under the circumstances, unquestion- 
ably President of. the United States. Jt is an- 
other incident showing how great events are fre- 
quently shaped by accidental circumstances. 


VENUS AND THE EAR1H. 
From the Providence Journal. 

Venus will be the loveliest star in the 
Heavens through the month of May,as after 
elongation she turns her steps westward, moving 
rapidly toward us, and hastening on to her period 
of greatest brilliancy. She will form.a delight- 
ful planetary study forthe naked eye and also 


for telescopic observation. Seen through the 
telescope at elongation or a few days after, she 
takes on the aspect of the moon at her last 
Goenner, half her disk being illumined. Then, 
likethe moon, she becomes a waning crescent, 
lessand less of her enlightened surface being 
turned toward, but increasing in size as 
she approaches us, more than enough to 
counterbalance the lessened light. t the 
end of the month she has nearly reached 
her culminating point, while her high northern 
declination adds to the length of her stay above 
the horizon and the favorable conditions for ob- 
servation. The beautiful planet is specially in- 
teresting on account of the striking resemblance 
she bears to the earth. In size, in density, in po- 
sition in the system, in the length of her revolu- 
tion, in the time of her rotation, in the possession 
of an atmosphere, in the form of her orbit, and 
in the amount of light and heat she receives from 
the sun, she is more like the earth than any 
other member of the solar system. She is our 
nearest planetary neighbor, and, if a moon were 
following in her track to complete the analogy, 
Venus and the earth would be the twin sisters of 
the solar family. Indeed, the planets seem to be 
in pairs, Jupiter and Saturn are the giants of the 
family, Neptune and Uranus follow next tothe 
giants,and Marsand Mercury complete the list.

BUILDING IN WASHINGTON. 
From the Washington Star, Aprit 26, 

The amounts invested in buildings, ac- 
cording to the buflding permits issued last year 
and this, compare as follows: From Jan. 1, 1888, 
to May 1 the sum total was $926,865; from Jan. 
1, 1884, to the present time, $1,240,070, showing an 
excess this year during the months stated of 
$313,705. The number of permits issued within 
the same time this year is also far in excess of 
last year covering the same time. Last year 
there. were many large jobs of work, and this 
season there have been but three worthy of at- 
tention, and instead of being confined to the 
north-west portion of the city are scattered all 
over the city—Capitol Hill, South Washington, 
North-east Washington, and through the coun- 
ty. The season for issuing building permitsis by 
no means over, and the probability is that the in- 
crease will be much greater than itis now. A 
large proportion of these houses now in course 
of construction are being built for the use of 
the owners and not for speculation.

FAT AS A CURE OF OBESITY.

From the London Standard. 

To many people corpulence is so serious 
an inconvenience that the appearance in an En- 
glish dress of Dr. Ebstein’s much talked-of treatise 
on the cause and cure of obesity may revive 
hopes which the practical failure of other sys- 
tems had almost quenched. He knows he is right, 
and is not afraid to say so. Mr. Banting’s dietary, 
though irksome, was not ascetic, but to many 
patients it wasso weakening that for one who hag 
been relieved by it a dozen have experienced 
actual injury. It is easy to become thin by 
not taking sufficient food to supply the waste 
which is continually going on, though in 


this case the cure is worse than the disease. 
Prof. Evstein scorns all such treatment. He 
will have yothing in the shape of starvation rem- 
edies, because while we are starving we sacrifice 
albumen as well as fat, and the loss of fat during 
famine causes anzemia, which demands compen- 
sation in theshape of a more plentiful diet, in it- 
self likely to lead to a still greater accumulation 
of the very substance of which it is desired to 
get rid. Equally useless and inadequate in his 
opinion are the various drink cures, be they hot 
orcold, Prof. Ebstein agrees witb Mr. Bunting 
in advocating regimen. alone as the only safe cure 
for an inconvenience which most frequently re- 
sults from too much food. But he adopts a di- 
etary widely different from that prescribed by 
Mr. Banting, or, rather, by Dr, Harvey, the prac- 
titioner whose maxims that gentleman enlarged 
and made his own. $ 

The crucial} difference is on the question of eat- 
ing fat. Fat isthe sheet anchor of Dr. Ebstein. 
So far from making one fatter, it is able, by 
“combining with the albuminous materials and 
the carbo-hydrates,” each in due proportion, to 
operate effectively against obesity, the removal 
of which resolves itself rather into a question of 
a permanent change of habits based on physio- 
logical principles than of mere curein the or- 
dinary acceptation of the term. No one need 
expect to become thin in a few weeks, nor 
will a permanent improvement in figure be 

uaranteed if the regimen is not adhered to 
or the remainder cf the patient’s life. In- 
anition must be avoided, and the fat taken 
to satisfy the cravings of appetite must be 
of unexesptionalile quality. No dyspeptic,. we 
are assured, need fear fat so long as he does not 
take too much, and, indeed, so admirable is that 
substance, long dreaded by delicate stomachs, 
that, by checking nitrogenous waste, it appeases 
thirst as well as hunger, a fact, in part at least, 
known even by Hippocrates. Mr. Banting per- 
mitted any fish, except salmon; but Dr. Ebstein 
encourages his patients to Lange & “in modera- 
tion, of course," not only this dish, but paté de 
foie gras and similar delicacies, which go far to 
reconcile the corpulent gourmet to the exclusion 
of carbo-hydrates. ‘**Carbo-hydrates” are, in- 
deed, his sole detestation. Sugar is tabooed, 
as well as sweets of all kinds, and potatoes in 
eyery form he forbids unconditionally. Three 
to three and a half ounces of bread per day 
are permitted, and of vegetables, asparagus, 
spinach, cabbage, and the various legumes rich 
in albumen are allowed. Of meats he excludes 
none, and, it is needless to add, that so far from 
wishing the fat people to avoid the fat in the 
flesh, he begs them to pick out all that they can 
get. ‘I permit,’ writes this liberal-minded op- 
ponent of the *‘ starving doctors,” ** bacon fat, fat 
roast pork and mutton, kidney fat, and when no 
other fat is at hand I recommend marrow to be 
added to the soups. I allow tlre sauces as well ag 
the vegetables to be made juicy, as did 
Hippocrates, only for his sesam oil I 
substitute butter.’ Fat is his stronghold. 
On this he depends, not as a medicament, 
but as a food; it has, in his —— been a 
much malignéd artivle of diet, and though he by 
no means recommends the men of full body to 
consume a third of what the German soldier is 
allowed in war time, he is convinced that even 
with two to three and a half ounces the patient 
need not eat more than three-fifths of the meat 
which is requisite under Mr. Banting’s system. 
His dietary, it may be remembered, is calculated 
for the meridian of Hanover, and hence three 
meals—breakfast, dinner. and supper—are al- 
lowed. These answer fairly to our breakfast, 
lunch, and late dinner. On no c@ndition must 
there bean ‘ afternoon tea,” or other “ snacks 
between meals.” Alcoholic drinks are permitted 
to the extent of two or three glasses of light 
wine ut dinner, but beer is ba'red, unless, in- 
deed, “the permitted carbo-hydrates be corre- 
spondingly restricted,” though even then the ale 
accepted as an equivalent must be extremely 
moderate in amount. The diet of a cured patient 
was something like the following: For break- 
fast a large cup of black tea, without milk or 
sugar, and two ounces of bread, with plenty of 
butter, at7:30 in Winter, or at 6 or 6:30 in Sum- 
mer. For dinner, between 2 and 3 o0’c ock, soup, 
“often with marrow,” four to six and a half 
ounces of roast or boiled meat, vegetables in 
moderation, but no potatoes, and almost no 
saccharine turnips. After dinner a little fresh 
fruit, ora salad, or stewed fruit, without sugar, 
with two or three glasses of light wine, followed 
by a large cup of black tea, without milk or 
sugar. Supper of black tea, fat roast meat, or 
eggs, or some ham with fat bologna’ sausage, 
smoked ow fresh fish, and a little bread-well but- 
tered, with cheese and fresh fruit, formed the 
concluding mea! at the hour of 7 or 8.

A MAGNIFICENT STEAM-SHIP. 
THE LATEST ADDITION TO THE CUNARD 
FLEET. 

The new Cunard steam-ship Aurania, 


which sailed for Liverpool on Wednesday en her | 


first regular eastward passage, promises to prove 
a very fast vessel. During ber recent voyage, 


which was the first se has made since receiving | 


her new machinery, she averaged over 400 miles a 
day, and her chief engineer states that she wiil 
freatly surpass this figure during the present 


season. She was launched in the yard of J.&G. | 


Thomson, at Clydebank, near Glasgow. Her 


gross register is 7.500 tons and her dimensions 
are: Leneth, 470 feet; breadth of beam, 57 fect 
and depth of hold, 39 feet. The unusna 
width of the Aurania makes her a remarkably 
steady sea boat. In ordinary weather hardly any 
rolling is noticeable, and in thé roughest storm 
which she has yet encountered she has behaved 
with great steadiness. Her great width also 
makes it much easier to handie her. The Au- 
rania's, hull, which is built throughout of steel, 
is divided into i2 water-tight compartments, 
The bulkheads are of great strength, and all 
reach as far up as the upper deck. Any two of 
her compartments might become flooded and the 
vessel would still float safely. 

Great pains were taken by the builders to make 
the Aurania as strong and as safe as human in- 

enuity could render her. Aithough the steam- 
Ehip is undoubtediy very fast, nothing which 
would render her safe has been sacrificéd in the 
interests of speed. The engines of tlre Aurania 
are capable of developing about 10,000 horse 

ower. They are of the three-cylinder type. 
he diameter of each of the two low-pressure 
cylinders is 94 inches, while that of the 
high-pressure cylinder is 68 inches, and the 
length of the piston stroke is 6 feet. There are 
eight large steel boilers. each of which is 15 feet 
in diameter and is allowed a working pressure of 
$0 pounds to the inch. The furnaces, which are 
4 in number, are corrugated and of the Fox 
patent. The machinery is all of the very best 
material ‘and pattern, and no expense has been 
spared to rehder it as nearly pertect as possible. 
# coal bunkers will contain enough fuel to 
carry the vesse] around the world at 15 knots an 
hour without any stoppages. 

The Aurania is bark-rigged and carries unusu- 
ally lofty spars forasteamer. These enable her 
to spread a large area of canvass, Which woulda 
give her a good rate of speed without the aid of 
the engines. The accommodations for passen- 
gers are remarkably good. The dining-saloon, 
which extends the entire width of the vessel, is 
fitted up in the most costiyand elegant manner. 
The decorations are very rich,and the uphol- 
stery and vt are of the very fifst order. 
The saloon is well lighted and the ventilation is 
perfect. The ladies’ cabin is fitted up with rare 
taste and isa very luxurious apartment. There 
are 158 state-rooms, all of which are amidships 
and contain every facility for comfort. 
They are well lighted and _ ventilated 
and are as roomy as any passenger 
could reasonably hope for. The smoking-room 
is elegantly fitted up, and is easy of access from 
the main saloon. The cabin companionwWays are 
spacious and handsomely fittea up. If necessary 
500 saloon passengers could be accommodated on 
the Aurania. One of the advantages which these 
passengers enjoy is the promenade, which is on 
the hurricane deck and extends the entire width 
of the vessel. In the between-decks is ample 
room for 1,000 immigrants. The ship is lighted 
by electric lamps, of which there are 600 on 
board. Above the promenade deck 12 boats hang 
ln davits, from which they can be lowered. 

Capt, Hains, one of the veteran skippers of the 
Cunard Line, commands the Aurania. This gen- 
ieman has been employed by the Cunard Com- 
pany for 30 years. and there is no more skiliful 
shipmaster afioat.

SUICIDE OF A BREWER.

fHH BODY OF LOUIS BERMES BROUGHT UP | 


BY A FISHERMAN. 
Yesterday’s papers contained an ah- 


nouncement offering a reward of $250 for infor- | 


mation as to the whereabouts of Louis Bermes, 
of Union Hill, N. J. The missing man was the 
nephew of D. Bermes, the brewer, of Union Hill, 
and five months ago he married the latter's 
daughter, bis cousin. The missing man was de- 
scribed as 5 feet 5 inches in height, of full figure, 
with dark brown hair, and mustache and a 


oatee of the same color. He disappeared on 

aturday. On that day he partially dressed him- 
self and went out in his oa wid into the office, 
where he attended to some business. It was said 
that he had a slight quarrel) with somebody and 
then went out. This was the last that was seen 
of bim alive. He had been suffering from ma- 
laria for two months, but was only confined to 
his bed for one day, after which,he kept on work- 
ing as usual. In consequence he grew nervous 
and irritable, and it was supposed that he had 
wandered away while suffering from temporary 
aberration of mind. 

Almost every day since Saturday reports 


reached the brewery of his having been seen at | 


some place or other, now at Fort Lee, now at 
Hackensack, and then at Jersey City. Ata very 
early hour yesterday notice was sent by a man 
who lived at Fort Lee that Bermes had knocked 
at his door during the night, but had been fright- 
ened away by the dogs. Half adozen men were 
immediately sent from the brewery to search, 
and they scoured the woods round that place. At 
about | o’clock two men returned to Union Hill 
and declared that they had seen Bermes lying on 
a jounge in a house at Fort Lee, but that they 
were not permitted to enter. A constable 
immediately volunteered to go and ro- 
cure a search warrant, but while they 
were getting the horses ready a_ dis- 
patch was received from Messrs. Schmerger 
and Rechmer, friends of the family, who had 

one down to search for him in Jersey City, that 
be had been found. A poor Frenchman had 
gone down to Pen Horne Creek to fish, and while 
wuiting for a bite his hook caught in omnes re | 
heaVy. He tugged and pulled until he succeed 
in bringing to the surface the body of a man 
dressed in a cardigan jacket, dark-colored trous- 
ers, and slippers. He pulled it ashore, and the 
body was soon taken to oneaof Speer’s morgues. 
This was about 10 o’clock in tve morning, and at 
noun Messrs. §chmerger and Rechmer called, and 
immediately identified the corpse of their friend. 
The face bad been slightly bruised by coming in 
cogtact with the rocks or flouting articles, and 
the body was aigety swelled. The officers be- 
lieved that it had beén in the water about five 
days, and that in about four days longer it would 
have risen to the surface. 

At the brewery it was first believed that Ber- 
mes hud met with foui play, but several persons 
who knew him well scoutéd the idea, and were 
of the opinion that his mind was somewhat yun- 
balanced, and that be had committed suicide.

ARRESTED ON THE STEAMER 
HIRSCH TAKES A SECOND THOUGHT 
AND IS SAVED FROM A LIFE OF SHAME. 

Herman Lepeter, a young German, was 
arrested yesterday by Detectives Hey and Mallon, 
of the steam-boat squad, on board the steam- 
ship Colon, of the Pacific Mail S8team-ship Com- 
pany, charged with the attempted abduction of 
a young girl for improper purposes. It is said 
by the police that a man named Greenbush is the 
proprietor of two immoral resorts in Aspinwall, 
and that Lepeter wasa ‘* runner” for these estab- 


lishments. About a month ago Lepeter col- 
lected five young girls in this city and hired 
; them as domestic servants and seamstresses, in- 

ducing them to consent to accompany him to 
Aspinwall by the offér of high wages. He sailed 
with them on the steamer Acapulco, but two 
days before reaching port the girls learned what 
was expected of them, find they appealed to the 
other passengers for protection. Sympathy was 
aroused in their behalf and Capt. Shackeiford, of 
| the Acapulco, when the steamer arrived in port, 

would not allow them to land. The passengers 
and guestsat the International Hotel made up 
a purse for the benefit of the girls and Capt. 
Shackelford brought them back to this city on 
his return voyage. Lepeter was also a passenger 
on the steamer. It is now alleged that Lepeter, 
in hunting for victims, made the acquaintance of 
Annie Hirsch, the 15-year-old daughter of Levi 
Hirsch, of No. 44 Forsyth-street. She was work- 
ing inashoe shop, and Lepeter induced her by 
promis of easy work ahd large pay to abandon 
ner employment and to accompany him to Aspin- 
wall. bs were to have sailed on the steamer 
Colon. When the girl went on board yesterday 
afternoon thesteward learned from her that she 
was to sail in company with Lepeter. and he then 
disclosed to her the sort of hfe which was in 
store for her. Annie at once left the steamer, 
and when Lepeter came on board just before the 
Colon sailed he was arrested. Lepeter says he is 
a tailor and lives at No. 46 Delancey-street. He 
was locked up at Police Head-quarters and will 
be arraigned at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court to-day.

In January, 1883, 
Baur disappeared from New-York, and Betz dis- 
covered that he had issued notes for about $90,- 
000 in the firm name, which he had not account- 
ed for.and by which the other defendants are 
aliewed.to have profited. 

In his testimony 7 Baur declared that 
all his acts with respect to the funds of 
Baur & Betz were dicta eh Daily, who is a 
lawyer, and who told him that Betz was try- 
ing to pust him from the firm. Daily said 
that he’ had a legal and moral right bo get 
what he could before he was ousted, and then 
settle with Betz. Moore also told him tales about 
Betz’s intentions toward him. The hotes he made 
in January, 1883, were negotiated, and part of 
| their proceeds were put into bonds, which Daily 
took, giving him a receipt for them. The lawyer 
then advised him to take a trip to the West, 
and he went to California. There and on the 
way he let the money he had started with, and 
also some that Daily had sent him, “go up the 
spout,” that is, he iest it in speculation or in 
gaming. He did not believe at the time he made 
the notes that he was doing wrong, but had 
come to understand it. He had supposed a 
compromise and settlement of the copartnership 
affairs would be effected by Daily. e had once 
applied to him for the bonds, but had been re- 
fused them, Daily saying tnat he had puttbem u 
as security for the bondsmen of Moore and Littell,

He gave Mrs. Ryan to understand that if the 
premises were not vacated he would resort ta 
dispossess proceedings. Mrs. Ryan said that they 
would move, anda load of furniture was taken 
away. This was done to deceive Mr. Anhalt and 
stop dispossess proceedin At 1 o'clock, when 
Mr. Anbait returned to his store from lunch, he 
he found Ryan, who was in uniform, on the 
stoop. Ryan announced that he would not 
move that day, and used strong language, until 
Mr. Anhalt ordered him to leave the stoop. 
Ryan detied him,and when Mr. Anhalt sent a 
boy fora policeman Ryan arrested him, snatch- 
ing him violentiy by the arm and dragging him 
through the streets like a criminal to the T'wenty- 
ninth Precinct station-house, where he preferred 
a charge of “ disorderly conduct.”

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
. WASHINGTON, May 1, 1884. 
The House Committee on Rivers and Harbors 
expect to complete consideration of the River and 
Harbor Appropriation bill to-morrow or Saturday. 


Tbe total amount appropriated will be between $12,- 
000,000 and $13,000,000, - . 


An appropriation having been made for the 
transportation of fractional silver coin, the Unitea 


States Treasurer has given notice that he will forward 
such coin at the expense of the Government tn sums of 
$500 or its multiple,on deposit with him or Assistant 
Treasurers, or upon the receipt and collection of a 
draft on New-York. 

The chief of the Post Office Inspectors to-day 
received a dispatch from Oberlin, Ohio, stating that 
Inspectors Bedell and King had arrested B. F. Sicoellse, 
alias Sivells, for swindling. His scheme was to adver- 
tise for co'ns, such as good specimens of trade and 
Bland dollars, offering a premium for them. When he 
received them he made no return, 

A sub-committee of the House Committee on 
Commerce will maké a favorable report to the fuli 
eommiitee on Representative George W. Ray's bill “to 
reguiute the exportation of articles made in imitation 
of butter and cheese.”’ The bill provides that tubs: 
boxes, firkins, or cases, when containing articles made 
of oleomargfrine for export, shall be marked “ oleo- 
margarine butter,” or “ butterine,” or * oleomargarine 
cheese;’’ when made from a mixture of lard und dairy 
butter or from a mixture of lard and milk or cream, 
“ Jard butter” or “lard cheese;” and when made from 
a mixture of vegetable oils with dairy butter or oleo- 
margarine, “vegetable oil butter.” ‘The bill further 
provides that a manifest, accurately describing such 
commodities, shall be filed in the Custom-house. 

The Treasury Department has informed cus- 
toms officers that their action in regard to the duty on 
wearing apparel must conform to the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the case of Astor against Merritt, in- 
volving duties on wearing apparel claimed to be tn ac- 
tual use, but which had not actually been worn on the 
person. The customs officers are informed that the 
sours as decided that under the clause in the free list 
which exempts from duty wearirg appare: in actual 
use (not merchandise) of peteons atriving in the 
United States there shall be included, first, wear- 
ing apparel owned by the passenger, ahd in a 
condition to be worn &t once without further manu- 
factufe; second. brought with him as a passenger, and 
intenced for the use or wear of himself or his family 
who accompanied him as bascenaers, and not for sule. 
or purchased or imported for other persons, or to be 

ven away; third, suitable for the season of the year 

mmediateiy approaching at the time of arrival; 
fourth, not expeéding In quantity or quality or value, 
what the passenger was in the habit of ordinarily pro- 
viding for himself and his family at that time and 
kpepl on hand for his and their reasonable wants, in 
view of their means and habits in life, even though 
such articles have not been actually worn.

CHICAGO, Ill., May 1.—Prices for Cattle were 
without noticeable change. There was decidedly a 
firmer demand than on Wednesday, but the increase in 
the supply of nearly 2,000 head effectually prevented 
any advance that otherwise might have resulted. 
More buyers were present than on any of the preceding 
days of the week, and there was more disposition

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
vates for to-day, in this region, tncreas- 
ing cloudiness and rain, southerly, shifting 
to westerly, winds, a slight fall in tempera- 
twre. 





The report that Mr. MORRISON or some

The public debt, less the cash in the 
Treasury, is $5,232,075 smaller than it was 
on April 1, but $2,000,000 of this apparent 
reduction is accounted for by the increase 
of cash in the “Treasury. The fiscal 
operations of the Government during 
“the ten months since June 30, 1883, will 
be most clearly comprehended by a 
simple comparison of its receipts 
with its expenditures. In the ten months 
it received from customs, from internal 
revenue taxes, and from miscellaneous 
sources, $289,206,866. In the same time 
it paid out $203,578,089. The excess of 
$85,608,777 in receipts was spent in carry- 
ing on the war—at least it was raised by 
the operation of laws levying taxes for 


that purpose, and as the laws have never” 


been repealed, the general belief that the 
war came to an end nineteen years ago is, 


of course, a popular error.

A River and Harbor bill appropriating 
about $13,000,000 nas been constructed by 
the House Committee. Many weeks have 
been spent in examining the engineers’ re- 
ports, hearing applicants, and skillfully 
distributing the “pork.” The bill will 
probably pass the House, and the Senate 


Committee will add at least $2,000,000.

There is no phase of the high protectjon- 
ist system that is so grotesquely indefensi- 
ble as the prohibition of the admission of 
foreign-built ships to an American regis- 


fer. It is not surprising that its advocates 


, a8 Mr. Frve did in the Senate yester- 
day. The present laws give no advantage 
to the American ship-builder, though 
they prevent American ship-owning 
under the flag of the Government, 
Foreign ships, with foreign or American 
owners, sailing under a foreign flag, do 
our carrying trade, and will continue 
to do it so long as the American flag 
is refused to American owners unless they 
buy American ships. And this for the 
plain and conclusive reason that the duties 
on materials make it impossible for Amer- 
icans to build ships as cheaply as they are 
built abroad. Mr. Frye realized this fact 
when he made a report favoring free cop- 
per for ship-bottoms, but he does not as 
yet seem capable of seeing its application 
to any other form of material. Yet free 
ships and free materials are what we must 
and, sooner or later, will have. 


The Maryland Republican Convention 
yesterday chose four delegates at large, 
who favor Mn BLAINE’s nomination. The 
convention declared him to be the choice 
of the Republicans of the State. This 
leaves Mr. ARTHUR only 2 of the 16 
delegates. The resolutions were a curi- 
ous mixture of sound doctrine and non- 
sense. The reform of the civil service 
was clearly and explicitly indorsed, and 
the stoppage of silver coinage, with the 
adjustment of the currency to a gold 
standard, was unqualifiedly demanded. 
The protectionist doctrine was bunglingly 
stated, and subsidies to the merchant 
marine were in effect advocated. 


Probably the case of the Georgia Post- 
master who has been asked for a political 
assessment of $24 is not a solitary in- 
stance. It shows how attempts are made 
to evade the law in regard to such assess- 
ments in order to raise funds from office- 
holders for party purposes. The Repub- 
lican State Committee in Georgia is com- 
posed in large part of Federal office-hold- 
ers, and so the ‘‘Southern Advance 
Association” is made the agency for col- 
lecting assessments. Is it possible that the 
Administration @ Washington will lend 
any countenance to this method of vio- 
lating the law and levying tribute on 
Postmasters? Have we not acivil serv- 
ice reform Administration ? 


The bill for the preservation of the Adi- 
rondack forests, such as it is, still awaits 
action in the Assembly. It is that known 
as the Lansing bill, which passed the Sen- 
ate three weeks ago. It is far from being 
a satisfactory measure, but it is better 
than nothing, and may prepare the way 
for more satisfactory action in the future. 
It provides for the appointment of three 
Commissioners to take charge of the State 
lands in the Adirondacks and prevent the 
destruction of forests. It doesnot provide 
for the acquisition of any additional lands 
nor make it obligatory upon the commis- 
sion to inquire into the necessities of the 
case. If a proper commission is appointed 


_it can, nevertheless, gather information and 


prepare the outlines of a policy to be adopt- 
ed in the future. The bill should be 
passed for the sake of gaining a starting- 
point and making a beginning in the work 
of saving the wilderness. 


The Senate yesterday disposed of the 
bill extending the five-cent hours on the 
elevated roads by agreeing with the ad- 
verse report of the Railroad Committee. 
This action was based on the peculiar in- 
terpretation of law and legislative power 
promulgated by the Governor last year. 
It seems to be assumed as settled that fares 
cannot be reduced, even during certain 
hours, until it is made to appear that the 
roads are earning more than 10 per cent. 
of their actual cost. We believe this to 
be a wholly erroneous view of the case, 
and if it is adhered to, fares will never be 
reduced until the companies see fit to re- 
duce them 





Judge CULLEN decides that the 12 cents 
damages awarded to Shipping Commis- 
sioner C. CG. DUNCAN in his libel suit against 
THE TIMEs is an ample remuneration for 
the ruin of the few shreds of character 
remaining to him after THE TIMES, as the 
jury found, had conclusively proved that* 
he was a public robber, and he denies his 
application for a new trial. It is now 
probable that Judge WALLACE will have 
little difficulty in making up his mind that 
Duncay and his four sons should be sent 
to seek new pastures. 





TWO REPRESENTATIVE MEN. 


Mr. ALBERT DaGcGetr, of Brooklyn, 
while admitting that he has been forced 
by public opinion to support the city re- 
form measures, loses no opportunity to 
sneer at the whole business, and to refer 
to Mr. RoosEVELT asif he were the mighty 
power that was forcing them through 
a reluctant Legislature. Mr. DAGGETT’S 
actions and words provoke a com- 
parison between the conduct of the 
two men. The gentleman from Brook- 
lyn votes for measures which he is at some 
pains to show that he does not believe in 
and would oppose if he dared. He does not 
act upon conviction, nor would he do so if 
he followed his inclination. The bills 
which were before the Senate yesterday 
are intended to effect very important re- 
forms in the administration of certain 
offices in this city. Those offices have 
long been used to furnish corruption 
funds for political factions. Their 
incumbents have received extrava- 
gant emoluments from the public in 
order that candidates might bear enor- 
mous election expenses and continue lib- 
eral contributions for political purposes 
after their election. It is proposed to stop 
this and put these offices on a business 
basis. Evidently Mr. DaGGett does not 
approve of this, but there is nothing which 
in decency he can say against it, and 
therefore he sneers at reform in general, 
and makes a feeble effort to ridicule Mr. 
ROOSEVELT’s power in the Legislature. 

Mr. ROOSEVELT’s power and the position 
of influence which he has gained in so 
short a time are due simply to the fact 
that he does believe in reform. He is op- 
posed to using the public service to furnish 
the motive power and pecuniary resources 
of party machinery. Therein he repre- 
senta all intelligent and honest citizens, 


exposed and remedied. He has profited 
by it in the past, and doubtless hopes to 
profit by it in the future. He admits that 
he must, just at present, permit it to drive 
over him, but itis much against his will. 

Here we have two very fair representa- 
tives of the political forces of the time. 
One represents the spirit which carries 
parties into corrupt practices, degrades the 
public service, and leads to dishonor. The 


- party that is dominated by it can maintain 


itself only so long as the people are them- 
selves either ignorant, corrupt, or indiffer- 
ent. It is at war with the very life of 
popular government. “Everybody knows 
what that spirit is and what the effect of 
its operation has been. Opposed to it is the 
spirit of reform, which demands the ex- 
posure of rottenness, the correction of 
abuses, and the maintenance of an 
honest standard in public adminis- 
tration. Mr. RoosEvELT has had the 
sound instinct, the clear intelligence, and 
the moral courage to act upon the prompt- 
ings of this spirit. Itis an assuring sign of 
the times that he receives in this such 
support from the public that men like 
DaGGETT are forced to admit that it is 
useless to resist the cause of which he is 
the champion. This resistless power 
comes from the convictions of the people, 
which find in Mr. ROOSEVELT a conven- 
ient exponent. If Mr. DAGGETT is con- 
tent with the comparison between his 
position and that of Mr. RoosEVELT 
which his own words suggest, the latter 
has no reason to envy his satisfaction. 


A SINGULAR CASE. 


The following remarks: appeared in THE 
TIMES on April 22: 

“We congratulate the Hon. Wirix1rAm Prrt 
KELLOGG upon the nearapproach of that op- 
portunity for vindication for which he has so 
long ineffectua]ly clamored. The course of the 
Government toward him has amounted toa de- 
nial of justice. Indicted for accepting bribes or 
illegal fees from the star route thieves during 
his term of service as United States Senator from 
Louisiana, he promptly and indignantly .de- 
manded the right to exculpate himself and con- 
found his accusers before a jury of his peers. 

“ That right was notaccorded him. There were 
strange delays. The Government counsel were 
not of one mind in regard to Mr. KELLOGG. 
The whole machinery of the Department of 
Justice was’ clogged. * * * But at length 
all obstacles are removed. Attorney-General 
BREWSTER sends BREWSTER CAMERON and Mr. 
Ker to the witness WAisH, in Montreal, calling 
upon him in the most positive and emphatic 
manner to come to Washington and testify. 
GEORGE Briss is out of the way, and WALSH 
consents, The trial has been postponed until 
Tuesday of next week to give WALSH time to 
reach Washington. Everything shows that the 
day ot Mr. KELLOGQ’s vindication is at hand, for 
the Government is in earnest this time. 

“One word of advice tq the Hon. WILLIAM PITT 
KELLOGG: If you want the Government to con- 
tinue to bein earnest, and really wish to avoid 
the annoyance of a further postponement of 
your trial, encourage the suspicion already 
planted in certain minds at Washington and else- 
where that you and your fifteen fellow-delegates 
from Louisiana to the Chicago Convention are 
not altogether sure for ARTHUR, but are open to 
Blaine convictions.” 

Mr. KELLOGG was acquitted yesterday, 
not because the evidence submitted failed 
to show his guilt, but because the indict- 
ment upon which he was tried was de- 
clared by the court to be defective, and 
because more than three years—the peridd 
of the Statute of Limitations—had elapsed 
between the date of the corrupt trans- 
action and the date on which the indict- 
ment was found. Prick gave the drafts 
and the note to KELLOGG in July, 1879, and 
the indictment set forth that KELLOGG re- 
ceived these in April, 1880. This change 
was made in order that the limit of 
three years might be avoided. It vitiated 
the indictment, and counsel for the Gov- 
ernment well knew that the. defect was a 
fatal one. The drafts and the promissory 
note were described as ‘‘lawful money.” 
This was another fatal blunder for which 
the maker of the indictment can offer no 
reasonable excuse. The Government had 
bullets in its gun, but had put in no pow- 
der. The testimony was at hand, and part 
of it had been given, but the defendant 
was not required to make any defense. 

This has been a very remarkable case. 
It may be well to direct attention to a few 
points in the history of it. 

1. It was known at the beginning of the 
star route investigation that there was in 
existence abundant evidence seriously af- 
fecting Senator KELLOGG. This evidence 
was studiously concealed, and no attempt 
was made by the investigators to use it 
against him. : 

2. During the first trial of Dorsey 
and Brapy aGrand Jury indicted PRICE 
and Brapy for having taken part in the 
transaction upon which Mr. KELLOG@’s 
indictment was afterward based, and re- 
fused to indict Mr. KELLoGG. Mr. GEORGE 
Buiss presented the evidence. 

8. Mr. Buss had concealed from Mr. 
MERRICK the existence of evidence against 
KELLoaG. Mr. Merrick heard of this ev- 
idence. At first he thought of leaving the 
cases, but afterward he determined to con- 
tinue his pursuit of the guilty. He caused 
another Grand Jury to be called, but this 
jury also shielded KELLoaG. 

4. Watss, being a most important wit- 
ness against KELLOGG, was abused and 
discredited in Washington, and Mr. Biss 
allowed it to be known that he did not 
trust him. 

5. At last, a little more than one year 
ago, KELLOGG was indicted upon the tes- 
timony of WaLsH and PRICE, as the result 
of Mr. MERRICK’s exertions. But it now 
appears that the indictment came too late 
and was worthless. 

6. KELLOGG became valuable to Presi- 
dential candidates because he controlled 
the Republican delegates from Louisiana. 


His votes and those of his companions | 


were regarded as safe for ARTHUR. WALSH 
was continually abused and discredited. 
He showed resentment by staying away 
from the court, and the trial was there- 
fore postponed. It was then whis- 
pered about that KELLoGG was inclined 
to support Buarne and take his delegates 
with him. An attempt was at once made 
to pacify WaLsH ard get his testimony. 
The Attorney-General ate his own words 
and begged him to come into court. He 
appeared in Washington, and the worth- 
less indictment, backed by his testimony 
and that of Price, was shaken over KEL- 
Loaa’s head. ‘The transaction was soon 


known to the Government, were pointed 
out, and the case fell to the ground.’

THE USES OF EX-ALDERMEN. 


There has been more or less discussion 
about what was to happen to the Alder- 
men after the power of extorting patron- 
age from the Mayor was withdrawn from 
them. JOHN CocHRANE and KikK have 
been much agitated by the gloomy pict- 
ures presented to their respective imagina- 
tions. JOHN COCHRANE, indeed, when he 
has said anything about it, has professed 
that his solicitude was not for the Alder- 
men but for the city. He did not see how 
the city was to get on without the Alder- 
men, and was much afraid that it would 
come under the iron heel of the oppressor 
in the same manner as the Roman Em- 
pire, the’ example of which always 
fills JoHN with apprehension and alarm. 
But it has been generally understood that 
this was simply an oratorical license, and 
that JoHN really felt inconsolable, not for 
the people, but for the Aldermen. The 
people for whom he ostensibly uplifted 
his voice have been very cheerful all along 
about their prospects when the gis of 
the co-ordinate branch should be with- 
drawn from them. They have been heart- 
lessly fiddling, as JOHN would put it, while 
the hope of popular liberty was in active 
conflagration. 

We admit, however, that the question 
of what was to become of the Aldermen 
was puzzling to whomsoever undertook its 
solution, and it was this branch of the 
subject which was naturally most inter- 
esting to the Aldermen. The powers and 
privileges of the Aldermen as sellers of 
liquor at retail have been closely connect- 
ed with their powers and privileges as Al- 
dermen. With the withdrawal of their 
official powers and the liquor business sub- 
jected to a high and limited license, it 
was amatter of doubt what was to be- 
come of the Aldermen. The Alderman 
cannot dig, not even so well as the clients 
to whom he dispenses labor tickets, and 
who are no great experts at excavation. 
We do not know that he is ashamed to 
beg, but his manners are not sufficiently 
ingratiating to promise him any ‘distin- 
guished success in that vocation. The 
social philosopher, regarding him care- 
fully, has been forced to the conclusion 
that the only function for which nature 
and education have fitted the ex-Alderman 
is to serve as a measure of liquid capacity 
intermediate to a gallon and a barrel. 

Now, however, the question what to do 
with an ex-Alderman has been laid at 
rest by the individual efforts of an ex- 
Alderman of Long Island City. Solvitur 
ambulando, if we may be allowed the ex- 
pression. Mr. PATRICK FITZGERALD, being 
an Alderman out of a job, owing to the 
exhaustion of the scanty taxes of Long 
Island City, has embarked upon a career of 
professional pedestrianism. Pursued in the 
spirit of FITZGERALD, this is a career par- 
ticularly suitable for an ex-Alderman, be- 
cause the admirers of Mr. FITZGERALD as- 
sure mankind that ‘‘ he will go till he 
drops.” What line of effort could be so 
appropriate to an ex-Alderman as one in 
which only one ex-Alderman could succeed 
but in which we had reason to believe 
that all the ex-Aldermen must either suc- 
ceed or die? Ex-Alderman FITZGERALD 
engaged in beating the record in Madison- 
Square Garden certainly presents a more 
dignified and less useless spectacle than 
Alderman TomMy SHEILS, for example, 
engaged in beating a door-keeper after 
serving as a measure of capacity for qui- 
nine and other stimulants. / 

Let the ex-Alderman, then, go into 
training to furnish a test of endurance 
rather than of capacity. So soon as it be- 
comes evident that an Alderman, shorn of 
his confirming power and remitted to his 
legislative function, is an expensive super- 
fluity, and his salary is taken from him, a 
six-day walking-match of ex-Aldermen 
bught to be organized. Nobody could 
possibly object, upon the ground of hu- 
manity, to the spectacle of a procession of 
Aldermen engaged in walking out of them 
the secular accumulations of rum. That 
such a race would amass an amount of 
gate money beyond the wildest dreams of 
professional pedestrians cannot be doubt- 
ed; while if the conditions of the contest 
required that every ex-Alderman should 
go till he dropped, the race would be 
hailed, not, merely with enthusiasm as a 
spectacle, but with gratitude as a boon. 


THE CLARKSVILLE NINE. 


There is an unusual degree of excitement 
in the Clarksville Grammar School. The 
base-ball season is at hand, and the school 
“nine” is about to elect a new Captain. 
Hitherto the Clarksville ‘‘nine” has been 
very successful, and it is naturally anxious 
to maintain its reputation. Its old antago- 
nist—the ‘‘ Greystone nine ”—is full of con- 
fidence, and the Clarksville boys are fully 
alive to the necessity of electing the best 
possible Captain and of neglecting no 
means of strengthening their “‘ nine.” 

Naturally, there are several boys who 
are candidates for the Captaincy, but as 
yet no one can be said to be sure of an 
election. Young Dodge, who is one of 
the most popular boys in school, is very 
anxious to secure the prize, and as he is 
what is called ‘‘a thoroughly good fel- 
low,” he has a number of devoted 
adherents. It is urged by his op- 
ponents, however, that the Captain 
of a base-ball nine ought to be 
a good player, whereas young Dodge, 
during the last match in which he took 
part, got into a quarrel with the other 
side, and was in such a state of excite- 
ment that, if he had been given another 
inning at the bat, he would doubtless have 
thrown his bat at the pitcher and brought 
about a general scrimmage, with the result 
of losing the game. Itis justly urged that 
skill in base-ball, and not readiness to 
knock fellows over the head, is an im- 
portant characteristic of a good player; 
and this characteristic young Dodge is 
believed to lack. Moreover, his enemies 
intimate that he has not always played 
marbles. ‘‘ on the square”—an accusation 
which it is only fair to say that he ener- 


: 


getically denies, in which denial he is 
supported by William, the professional 
kalsominer—a colored man of excellent 
character—who says that ‘‘ Massa Jim 
never did nuffin’ wrong, and there’s others 
that ain’t no better.” 

The present Captain, young Arthur Al- 
len, has his personal supporters, who urge 
that he is a very gentlemanly, well-be- 
haved boy and a very fair player. Unfort- 
unately for him, however, he is opposed 
by some on the ground that he was for- 
merly much more fond of marbles than 
base-ball, while the inveterate marble- 
players denounce him, alleging that 
he now thinks himself too good to 
play marbles with them. It is conceded 
that he has made a fairly good Captain, 
and he naturally claims that if he ‘gave 
satisfaction he ought to be re-elected, and 
that it is rather hard that he should be 
abused both for having played marbles 
and for having ceased to play marbles, 
There are, however, a number of boys 
who say that they will not vote for him in 
any circumstances, and this fact renders 
his election extremely doubtful. 

Then there is* young Jack. He is not 
a good base-ball player, and he is at 
the foot of the grammar class, but he is the 
best fighter in school, and he claims that 
he should be elected Captain because, as 
he says, ‘‘ everybody knows what I dofie 
the time me and some other fellows licked 
the whole lot of the Davis Academy 
boys.” ‘Tlhe Clarksville boys, however 
much they may admire Jack’s prowess, 
want a base-ball player, and not a 
rough-and-tumble fighter, and poor Jack 
has not the ghost of a chance of an elec- 
tion. 

The best base-ball player in school is 
unquestionably young Edmund George, 
but as he does not distribute pea-nuts 
among the boys and declines to electioneer 
for his own benefit, he has fewer sup- 
porters than the other leading candidates. 
When the election takes place it is thought 
that his eminent qualifications will lead 
many of the supporters of the other can- 
didates to vote for him, but he dées not 
care a straw for an election and would not 
lift his finger to secure it. 

The Saturday afternoon when the boys 
meet to elect their base-ball Captain will 
furnish an exciting scene. Bets are freely 
laid on the various candidates by their re- 
spective friends, and they all pretend to 
feel the utmost confidence. What is very 
odd, however, is the fact that the mathe- 
matical teacher, who knows more about 
the boys than any other person, is known 
to have offered to bet the Rev. Mr. Smith- 
ers, the Greek tutor, that he could write 
on the black-board the name of the next 
Captain of the ‘‘nine,” and when the 
money was put up he wrote, not the 
name of any one of the prominent can- 
didates, but that of the youngest member 
of the nine, a quiet, studious, and well- 
behaved boy, commonly known in the 
school as Little Bob. 


WANTED, A MIRACLE. 


GORDON is now completely surrounded 
at Khartoum, from which he cannot make 
his escape; and Berber is on the point of 
falling into the hands of the rebels. In 
these circumstances it is believed that Mr. 
GLADSTONE will be compelled, by the 
pressure of public opinion, to send an ex- 
pedition to Gorpon’s relief. 

Such an expedition might be got ready 
to start in a fortnight’s time, if we assume 
that it will consist of Indian troops, the 
only troops that it is possible to send across 
the Nubian desert in Summer. The ex- 
pedition will have to reach Berber either 
by way of the Nile or by way of Suakin, 
and if it survives theterrible march it will 
have to take Berber from the Arabs. If 
we allow two months for the troops to 
reach-and capture Berber, it will be the 
shortest possible time in which such a 
‘feat can be performed. It will then be 
the ist of July, and the expedition will 
have to make its way through swarms of 
hostile Arabs to Khartoum, which may 
possibly be reached in two months more. 

If Gorpon can live shut up in Khar- 
toum for four months, without food, in a 
pestilential atmosphere, and harassed by 
the enemy, he may possibly be rescued. 
In other words, he may be saved by a 
miracle. The delay to send him help has 
been prolonged until it is now too late, 
and Mr. GLADSTONE had better read 
prayers for him in Hawarden Church and 
frankly admit that no human aid can 
reach GORDON. 


Thousands of people suffered the misery 
of moving yesterday, and are now trying to be- 
come familiar with new surroundings. Fortu- 
nately for their tempers and their furniture, the 
heavens smiled and the breezes were balmy. It 
was supposed that the completion of the bridge 
would induce many New-Yorkers to transfer 
their household gods to Brooklyn, and some of 
the old inhabitants of that city have assumed 
that the bridge has shifted 25,000 persons 
from this ‘side of the .river to their 
side. Statistics seem to prove, however, 
that the tide does* not set; that way. Brook- 
lyn seemed to be gaining yesterday by transfers 
on the bridge, but a list kept by the bridge 
officers shows that since the first day of April 
889 loads of furniture had come from Brooklyn 
to this city, and only 285 loads had gone across 
from this city to Brooklyn.

MR. KELLOGG “ VINDICATED” O€ 
A TECHNICALITY. 

THE PROSECUTION DECLARED TO BE BARRER 
BY THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS—s 
NOLLE ENTERED IN PRICE’S CASE, 

Wasninerton, May 1.—As was intimated 
in a dispatch to Tae Tres last night the 

Kellogg case was to-day thrown out of 

court. No one is much surprised. The 

defense has been confident that Kellogg 
would not be convicted. The prosecution had 
hoped that Judge Wylie would be able to fing 
that the view held by the Attorney-General ang 
his assistants, that in receiving the drafts for 
which he afterward obtained money, he had com, 
mitted an indictable offense. Mr. W. W. Ker. 
of counsel for the Government, says thea 
there is room for a difference of opiniog 
as to the ruling of the court, but 
that he has no appeal. While Mr. Kellogg i¥ 
vindicated upon a technicality, Judge Wyli¢ 
has expressed his opinion that Mr. Price paig 
him money, and there seems no room te 
doubt that he was morally guilty of thé. 

charge of receiving money for prosecuting a 

contract for Price. The collapse of the 

suit against Kellogg is regarded as an end 
of the star route prosecutions. The whole busi- 
ness is being laughed and jested about as a farce, 

Some impatient friends of the Government, who 

think the ruling of Judge Wylie might have 

favored the prosecution, say that he seemed 
disposed to strain the law for the benefit. 
of the accused. Mr. Merrick has several times. 
expressed his belief that the indictment against 


Kellogg was perfectly sound. The matter was 
discussed from many points when the argument¢ 
were heard on the motion to quash. By some’ 
of the critics of the Judge, it is spoken’ 
of as surprising that he appeared last Summer to 
have regarded the points made nst Mr. Kel- 
logge as strong enough to hold him for trial. 
With great promptness he has dispelled every ex- 
pectation that the Government will ever win a 
“eneeaeene 

mm ely upon opening the court Judge 
Wylie began to deliver his decision. T he 
the first motion he said that it was not usual for 
such motions to be entertained in the midst of 
trial, and it would not have been ccnsidered i 
there had not been two considerations—first.. 
the course of the defense in permitting him to 
testify subject to rejection afterward, and 
second, the avowal of the prosecution that it 
had no other evidence upon the matter involved 
which would amount to a failure of the case, 
if it were rejected. The indictment charged a 
statutory offense, a violation of section 1,782, Re< 
vised Statutes. It was not strictly a case of brib- 
ery, but one provided for by thatsection. It for- 
bade any Senator, directly or indirectly, from rev 
ceiving any. compensation in relation to any 
Government contract. Briefly summing up the 
evidence already given, Judge Wylie referred to 
the counts of the indictment charging that Kel- 
logg had received $1,500 from Price at difierent 
dates, beginning April 18, 1880. If the allegations 

in the first count were true, that the first pay- 
meut was on April 18, 1880, it would bring the 
offense within the three years’ limit im- 
posed by the Statute of. Limitations. If Price 
testified before the Grand Jury as he did here, 
then the indictment gave the wrong date 
for the bribery took place on April 18, 1879, and 
the prosecution was - No doubt the prose- 
cution knew that it was necessary to have a date 
that would bring it within the three years’ limit. 
The defendant never is required to plead the 
Statute.of Limitations in a criminal case; he sim« 
ply could not be prosecuted. If the offense 
charged was really committed on April 18, 1879,’ 
it was the duty of the court to say that it wag 
impossible to convict the defendant, Price’é 
testimony was to the effect that he proposed te 
pay Kellogg $2,000 provided the expedition orde< 
was made. A few days after that order wa# 
made, and on April 18, 1879, Price gave Kellogs his 
| dey eg note, at four months, for $5,000 anc 
he five postal drafts. They were not given as col< 
‘lateral, but in absolute payment for service, ang 
Price said that ended the whole business. The 
note was paid upon maturity, and so as to all the 
orders, except one, and that would be suflicient 
to sustain the indictment if it were regarded as a 
a made upon maturity. They were or- 
ers that might or not be paid, dependent upon 
the will of the Government to abolish or de- 
crease the service upon the route. Such.as they 
were, Price testified that they were received 
in full payment. What was the true date 
upon which the Statute of Limitations be- 
gantoruan? Thecourt thought that the cor- 
rect view of the matter would be to place the 
date at April 18, 1879. No other transactions of 
the kind took place between the perttes; they 
had no other business. The note and orders wera 
accepted for what they were worth. The risk of 
ayment was taken by Kellogg, and there was no 
urther liability upon Price. The business was 
settled, the services were rendered, and here ig 
your pay; your pay for theorders. The date 
must be taken asof April 18, 1879. There could 
be no doubt about that; it was too clear to re- 
quire discussion. 

The next question was whether the evidence 
sustained the charge of the indictment that the 
defendant had received $1,500 lawful money. 
Price’s evidence was that not a dollar passed. A 
note passed, and these orders, but the note could’ 
not be regarded as lawful money. and much less 
could these orders be so treated. It might as 
well be contended that if Price had ¢onveyed a 
house to Kellogg the fact that it was worthi 
money madeitsuch. Thecourt did not presume 
to make law, and could not throw aside all prec~ 
edents and authorities as desired by the prose~ 
cution. The indictment might have contented 
itself with charging that there passed a consid- 
eration of the value of $1,500, although thecourt 
was not called upon to say whether it would have 
been sustained. The defendant was prepared to 
meet the charge that he had received 
$1,500 in lawful money, and the prosecu~- 
tion had no such evidence. They said. how- 
ever, that he had received drafts and that the! 
case should roa in 7: as though 
he had received the money. But if the court 
should assume that ground and _ convict 
this defendant, he could afterward be tried 
upon a charge of receiving drafts. Noth- 
ing but the Statute of Limitations could pro< 
tect him, and that was not the protection con- 
templated by Jaw. For these reasons the court 
thought that the evidence must be excluded. 

The District Attorney said that he desired to 
clear up a possible_misunderstanding between 
the prosecution and the court. They had not 
said that the Government’s case rested upon 
Price’s testimony, and they expected to préve 
the same facts by other witnesses. They would 
show that Walsh collected the drafts and paid 
evant ber lawful money. Of course they did not 
assert that the transfer of the drafts in 1879 was 
equivalent to a payment of lawful money. Re- 
ferring to the cross-examination, the District 
Attorney expressed a doubt as to whether Price’s' 
statement that he regarded the passage of the 
— asafull payment madeita such a pay- 
ment.

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THELEGISLATURE AT WORK 


‘MANY BILLS PASSED BY BOTH 
HOUSES AT ALBANY. 

THE HARBOR-MASTERS’, GRAND CENTRAL 

STATION AND BROADWAY UNDER- 


GROUND, AND THE CITY BILLS. 
ALBANY, May 1.—Without much diffi- 


culty Col. Tremper got the Assembly to-day to 
lay aside all bilis down to the Harbor-masters’ 
bill, and then to discuss and finally to pass that 
by a handsome vote. The opposition represent- 
ed rather the personal views of the Governor, 
whose disappointment over the failure of the 
last Democratic Senate to confirm his list of 
Harbor-masters led to his lanching upon that 
body a remarkable document, since character- 
ized as a “dressing down.” The Governor still 
feela sore over the subject of Harbor-masters, 
and his course with regard to the bill now laid 
before him is regarded as problematical. 

Messrs. Ely, of Otsego, Church, of Queens, and 
Smith, of Clinton, took the stand that the Harbor- 
masters were legislated out of office by the office- 
grabbing bill passed by the Democrats last Win- 
ter. While Mr. Smith was disposed to admit 
that they had performed services for which they 
now glaimed comrensation from the State, their 
claim was in its nature private, and therefore had 
no right before the Legislature. Mr. Ely went 
further by saying something that he could not, 
if called upon, prove; such. for instance, as 
the statement that the position of Harvor- 

r was a sinecure and that its incumbents 
devoted their attention to politics instead of 
ublic business. The shipping merchants of 

Yew-York. who ought to know something of the 
situation, do not agree with the young Otsego 
lawyer, one of the best evidences of which is the 
fact that they have not complained of inefficient 
service at the hands of the Harbor-masters. 
These merchants realize what a confusion there 
would be to shipping interests without the 

srsonal inspection and attention given by the 
Paptain of the Port and his assistants. 

Gen. Husted, Col. Tremper,Mr. House, and Mr. 
Oliver all defended the Harbor-masters from the 
imputations heaped upon them by these young 
politicians, and urged the justice of their 
claim for compensation for services since May 
24 last. The bill received 9 affirmative and onl 
17 negative votes. The latter were cast by Cc. W. 
Brown, of Chenango; J. H. Brown, of Scho- 
harie; Childs, of Sullivan; Church, of Queens; 
Dimmick, of Orange; Ely, of Otsego; Hawkins, 
of Suffolk; G. R. Johnson, of Ulster; Maher, of 
Albany; McCabe, of Greene; Mills, of Rensse- 
Jaer; Nelson, of Otsego; Smith, of Clinton; Van 
Cott, of New-York; Walrath, of Montgomery; 
Welch, of Niagara,and Wilcox, of Erie—all Dem- 
ocrats save Mr. Hawkins. 

The bill enlarging the Grand Central Station 
met with better success to-day, when Gen. Hus- 
ted called it up for consideration in Committee 
of the Whole. The opposition to it had com- 
pletely died away during the night, and it was 

romptly read a third time and passed by 97 to 1. 

fr. Coffey, of Kings, who has taken a very deep 
interest in the bill ever since it was ascertained 
that this great corporation desired its passage, 
was the singledissenting voter. Major Haggerty, 
Mr. Burns, and the others saw reasons why they 
should no Jonger oppose the bill and they didn’t. 

Mr. Howe's specia! committee presented as one 
of the practical results of its investigation of the 
Utica Insane Asylum a bill which so extends the 
powers of Superintendents of State insane asy- 
lums that they may apply to the courts for the 
removal from their institutions to the Auburn 
Insane Asylum of criminals of all degrees. The 
existing law applies only to cases of mur- 
der, arson, and highway robbery. Persons 
who are guilty of any other crimes, but 
having been adjudged insane and ordered 
incarcerated in a public asylum, must, 
as the law now stands, be retainded in their 
institutions no matter how injurious their pres- 
ence and influence may be upon the other in- 
mates. In the discussion of the bill, the vitu- 
perative Mr. Burns, of Kings, who has a stand- 
ing grudge against Utica, its asylums, and its 
houses of entertainment, broadly intimated that 
the committee had whitewashed the asylum. 
This was warmly denied both by Mr. Howe and 
by Mr. Rice, the leader of the Democratic 
minority who was a member of the committee. 
The bill passed without further opposition. 

A number of amendments to the game laws, 
embodied in a bill introduced by Mr. Owen, of 
Oneida, were passed after a long discussion by 
amateur and professional fishermen and 
hunters. They now go to the Senate. 
They prohibit the hunting or killing of wild 
deer except from Aug. 15 to Dec. 1, and 
upon the strong urging of Mr. Koose- 
velt, who denounced as barbarous the practice 
of hunting with “ Jacks,” the use of that sort of 
device upon any of the waters of the State at 
any season of the year was laid down as illegal. 
Deer-killing inthe counties of Queens and Suf- 
folk was limited to the first 10 days of November, 
excluding Sundays, upon the representation of 
Mr. Hawkins, of Suffolk, that a moderate 

mount of hunting would not destroy the Long 
Isiand preserves. The killing of woodcoek in 
the counties of Orange, Rockland, and West- 
chester, between Jan. 1 and July 4, is prohibited, 
and a tax of $50 per annum is fixed upon every 
ferret that is used for game-killing, the tax to be 
levied and collected in thesame manner as the 
dog taxes are levied and collected. There is also 
a prohibition against the placing of any fish 
except trout in any of the waters of the Adiron- 
dacks, save food for other fish, and under the di- 
rection of the Commissioners of Fisheries. This 
is to remedy the complaint -that the 
trout have been killed off in some wa- 
ters by the black bass and _  pickerel 
that haye been placed therein. California trout, 
brook trout, or salmon trout, or land-locked 
salmon of less than six inches in length, must not 
be caught, or, if taken from the water, must be 
immediately restored thereto. The snaring of 
birds, the use of bird-lime or bird-food saturated 
with stupefying drugs is prohibited. One amend- 
ment places less restrictions upon the coilection 
of birds’ eggs as specimens of natural eatery: 
Another fixes the open season for killing wood- 
cock, black squirrel, and gray squirrel during 
September, October, and November. A number 
of minor amendments are also made, some of 
them merely verbal, others adding certain kinds 
of fowl! or game to the protected Hist. 

The Broadway Underground Railroad bill was 
pushed through the Assembly at the afternoon 
session, Mr. Van Allen, of New-York, acting as 
its engineer and standing sponsor for its general 
excellence. Mr. Littlejohn lifted up his voice in 
behalf of this railroad enterprise, than which, he 
declared, there was none other of so vast im- 
portance and so far-reaching in its benefits to 
overcrowded New-York. Mr. Howe, of New- 
York, doubted whether there was enough finan- 
cial ability behind it to guarantee its successful 
completion. The rights of property-owners were 
not sufficiently protected by the bill in its 
present shape, and there were possibilities 
of jarge damage to abutting property dur- 
{ng the work of construction. in behalf of 
the Eleventh Assembly District he protested 
against its passage. Ex-Mayor Otis, of Yonkers, 
paid the bond to indemnify the city for damage 
fone during the construction was too small, and 
he moved to increase it from $250,000 to $3,000,000. 
Again Mr. Littlejohn lifted up his voice, and that 
large portion of the Mouse which had _ been 
awaiting impatiently to do the work which was 
expected of it by certain outsiders voted the 
amendment down.

Five Points Oliver moved to table this motion, 
but was outvoted by 49to6l. The parliamen- 
tary point was ra’ that a two-thirds vote was 
mecessary to carry the original motion. and, as 
the Democrats voted solid zy, against it, it was 
lost. The proceeding had the effect of forcibly 
calling the attention of the Sub-Committe of the 
Whole to its remissness. Speaker Sheard and 
Messrs. Dayton and Priddy drummed up the Re- 
publican majority, and the committee met and

been passed here at their jictation. Mr. Thomas, 
interrupting, asked Mr. Daggett if he did not 
know that Mr. Roosevelt opposed the amend- 
ment to ~ County Clerk’s bill when it was 
adopted in the Assembly. Mr. Daggett replied 
that he did not know it, and he was not aware 
that the Assembly passed any bill that Mr. Roose- 
velt opposed. He was under the impression that 

Mr. Roosevelt ran that body as_he liked, and his 
power had even extended to Utica, where _he 
himself found it necessary to be run by Mr. 
Roosevelt, although he was in the habit of doing 
as he pueased. 

Mr. Thacher said that he was satisfied the office 
would not be self-sustaining if the fees were 
fixed as provided in the Assembly amendment 
to the bill.

Mr. Thomas, Chairman of the Railroad Com- 
mittee, opposed the motion, and argued that the 
Legislature could not pass a law reducing the 
fare on these roads without the consent of the 
owners. Heread from the general railroad act 
the section prohibiting such reduction until 
it was proved that the roads were earn- 
ing more than 10 per cent. above their actual 
cost. He said the Railroad Commission 
examined this whole se ae ne last year, and two 
out of the three Commissioners decided against 
the reduction on the ground that the roads were 
not earning more than 10 per cent. on their cost. 
The facts were all agreed upon, but Commis- 
sioner O’Donnell claimed that the tax paid by 
the elevated roads should not be added to the 
running expenses, and in this way he figured 
outa net income of more than 10 per cent. Mr. 
O’Donnell, he said, was manifestly wrong in this 
view, as every lawyer knew. The law expressly 
recognizes the tax as a part of the ~ gage 
expenses and requires it to be embodied in the 
annual reports of railroad companies. The pres- 
ent bill, he said, proposes to add to the commis- 
sion hours, during which only 5 cents fare shall 
be collected, six additional hours of each day. 
The extent to which this would reduce the in- 
come of the roads was, of course, problematical, 
but until it was shown that the roads were earn- 
ing more than 10 per cent. of their actual cost he 
submitted that the Legislature was prohibited 
by law from passing any act whose effect would 
be to reduce the fare on,the roads. 

Judge Low took the same view of the bill as 
Mr. Thomas. Several Senators, while they did 
not deny the position taken by Mr. Thomas, yet 
claimed that the bill ought to go to the Commit- 
tee of the Whole, where it could be fully dis- 
cussed. Others took the ground that there was 
no use in discussing a bill at this late etage of the 
session, when it was admitted that the Senate had 
no power to pass it. The Senate decided, by a 
vote of 18 to 12, not to send the bill to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, and by a vote of 19 to 9 it 
refused to disagree with the adverse report of 
the committee. The vote on disagreeing stood 
as follows:

Mr. Jacobs introduced a bill for the pond 
ment of Commissioners to superintend the con- 
struction of subways in New-York and Brook- 
lyn for the use of telegraph, telephone, and elec- 
tric light wires. The Senate confirmed the fol- 
lowing appointments of the Governor: Joel T. 
Headly and John C. Adams Trustees of Wash- 
ington Head-quarters at Newourg. The nom- 
ination of George H. Allen, George F. Yeoman, 
William Hamilton, D. D. L. Brown, and V. F. 
Whitmore as Managers of the Western House of 
Refuge was referred to the Finance Committee. 
The Committee on Public Health will to-morrow 
report favorably on the Governor’s nomination 
of Mr. Brown, of Oneida, asthe State Agent for 
the enforcement of the law against the manu- 
facture and sale of oleomargarine. 

The bill ** to 1mprove the condition and opera- 
tions of the Sinking Fund of the City of New- 
York’ was ordered to a third reading, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Gibbs, last evening, and will be put 
on its final passage as soon as it is reached. No 
blame can be attached to Mr. Gibbs for the de- 
lay in the progress of this bill; he has several 
times tried to get it ordered to a third reading 
without going through the Committee of the 
Whole, but, as a single objection is sufficient to 
prevent it, he did not succeed until last night.

OBITUARY. 


WILLIAM C. DUNTON. 

William C. Bunton, of the firm of Bulk- 
ley, Dunton & Co., paper dealers at No. 74 John- 
street, died suddenly at his desk yesterday after- 
noon. He was apparently in good health, and 
sat writing a letter, when suddenly, shortly after 
1 o’clock, he threw back his head, with a scream, 
and cailed for a glass of water. The water was 
hurriedly taken to him, but he was unable to 
swallow it, anda doctor was sentfor. The dy- 
ing man was removed from his chair to a sofa, 
but in about 15 minutes he expired, having been 
unable to utter a word inthe meantime. He 
had returned from & Southern trip about a 
month ago, and since then he nad devoted him- 
self very assiduously to his business. It isthought 
that his death was due to some disease of the 
brain brought on by overwork. He leaves a 
widow and one daughter, the wite of Dr. George 
A. Dixon. 

Mr. Dunton was but 53 years old, having been 
born in Central New-York in October, 1 He 
came to this city at the age of 17, and was en- 

asaclerk by Hiram N. Gookin, a paper- 
dealer, with whom he remained until 1849, when 
he transferred his servites to the firm of Bulkley 
& Brother. Afterserving in this house for seven 
years Mr. Dunton was admitted to the firm, 
which then became Bulkley, Brother & Co., and 
afterward Bulkley, Dunton & Co. Mr. Dunton 
was a arr tes ey J man, and spent most of his 
time in attending to the business of his house, 
which is one of the largest in the city. He was 
kind and genial, and possessed the affection as 
wellasthe respect of his many employes. He 
was a member of the Union Deague Club and of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and of the Brooklyn 
and Oxford Clubs, of Brooklyn, in which vity he 
resided for many years. He was Vice-President 
of the Homeopathic Life Insurance Company, 
anda Director of the Keith, Montague, Winni- 
peseogee. and Russell Paper Companies. He was 
a Republican, and had very strong political 
opinions, though he took no active part in poli- 
tics. Hewas very prosperous in his business, 
and gave largely to charitable objects, but ina 
quiet way, always seeking to avoid notoriety.

MR. KEENE’S SPIRITS GOOD 


BROKERS TOLD THAT PRIVILEGES 
e WILL BE TAKEN CARE OF. 

NO STATEMENT OF HIS FINANCES POSSIBLE 
FOR A WEEK—MR. GOULD’S RUMORED 
PROFFER OF AID. 

James R. Keene went down town early 
yesterday morning and found the hall leading to 
his office occupied by a number of put and call 
brokers and others eager to question him about 
his suspension. With a civil “good morning, 
gentlemen.” he entered his office and withdrew 
to tke private room, to which only a few of his 
intimate friends were aamitted during his brief 
stay down town. Several callers were intercept- 
ed in the lower part of the building by a smart 
boy, who volunteered the instructions: “If you 
want to get in rap three times, then twice, and 
then three times again and the door will open.” 
The hint was acted upon in one or two instances, 
but not with the result promised. 

Mr. Keene seemed to be in cheerful spirits and 
talked frankly with some of his friends about his 
failure to take care of his outstanding privileges. 
He said that he could not tell at present just how 
he stood, but thought that he would come out 
all right. W.J. Glenn, aprivilege broker, visit- 
ed Mr. Keene's office during the forenoon and 
presented two“ puts,” each for 1,000 shares of 
Reading. Mr. Keene assured him that the 
“puts” would be taken care of ina few days. 
Mr. Glenn appeared to be satisfied with this as- 


surance, and, putting the i papers in his pocket, 
walked away. Other privilege brokers who saw 
Mr. Keene during the day left him apparently 
satisfied of his ability to pay his. obligations in 
full. It was stated that he had offered in two or 
three instances to take up his paper at the sell- 
ing price, but the holders declined to accept his 


offer. 
Mr. Wells, the private secretary of Mr. Keene. 
said: * Nothing Bos been done in the way ot 
overhauling the books and accounts, which are 
ina very tangled condition, and no statement 
has been prepared of the outstanding privileges 
and cannot be before a week. This failure is so 
different from a mercantile suspension and there 
are sO many complications that we shall have to 
go to work slowly and carefully to determine 
ow things stand. Mr. Wells remarked that Mr. 
Keene was greatly impressed by the wide-spread 
sympathy expressed for his misfortunes. 

The put and call brokers in New-street could 
talk of nothing else but Mr. Keene’s suspension. 
Business with them was said to be unusuall 
dull. One broker remarked dismally: “ This fail- 
ure has dealt asevere blow to the put and call 
business.” The princi holders of Mr. Keene’s 
privileges were said to be J. Michelot & Co., 
Charles A. Johnes, W. J. Glenn, C.W. Miller, Wal- 
ters Brothers, M. Ash, M. Fitchenburg, Francis 
Bassett, and Voorhis '& Co. Nearly all of the 
ss named expressed the belief that Mr. 

eene would be able to pay his obligations in 
full. Both members of the firm of Michelot 
& Co. said that they considered Mr. Keene’s 
paper good for its face value. They repre- 
sented privileges aggregating 50,000 shares, and 
they had declined to surrender them to Mr. 
Keene at the prices for which he originally issued 
them. One member of the firm said that Keene 
had paid him $250,000 on puts during the last 10 
days. The opinion prevailed among several of 
the a brokers that Keene’s embarrass- 
ment was due directly to the reckless and appar- 
ently inconsiderate manner in which he had been 
issuing his a recently. It was stated 
that he had been selling the same “ puts” at 1 per 
cent. that Russel) Sage would ask not less than 3 
per cent. for. All of Keene's paper issued during 
the past two weeks was said to be altogether in 
favor of the buyer. 

Charles A. Johnes said that Keene undoubtedly 
made a mistake in selling *‘ puts” in the manner 
that he did. Mr. Johnes had always found the 
unfortunate speculator square in a bargain, and 
he had faith that all of Keene's outstanding 
oe would be taken care of. None of the 

own-town privilege brokers had heard of any 
ig pate pad eA meeting of the holders of 

fr. Keene's privileges. The principal stoeks on 
which they were issued were Reading, Union 
Pacific, Western Union, Erie, Northern Pacific 
referred, Lackawanna, New-York Central, Lake 
hore, Pacific Mail, and Michigan Central. 

The * Street’ was full of rumors concerning 
Mr. Keene's affairs, and one of the most persist- 
ent was that Jay Gould had sent a tender of as- 
sistance to his old rival. Friends of both Mr. 
Gould and Mr. Keene stated that Russell tage 
was willing to go in with Mr. Gould and help 
Keene out of his trouble. Mr. Sage would say 
nothing on the subject. Mr. W.E. Connor made 
no allusion to the aforesaid rumors, but re- 
marked: ** It isa mistake to assume that the re- 
lations between Mr. Gouldand Mr. Keene have 
been —- They have been on excellent 
terms during the past two years. I do not be- 
lieve that Mr. Keene’s failure will have any effect 
on the stock market. His trouble seems to be 
due to his dealings in privileges. His.views on 
the market have been correct for the last —. 
and had he let privileges alone he would ve 
been allright.” 

Members of the Stock Exchange were nearly 
unanimous in asserting that the suspension of 
Mr. Keene had no effect on the stock market. In 
the Oil Exchanges, however, the case was differ- 
ent. Mr. Keene was known to have operated 
largely in oil, and it a generally believed 
that he was the holder of about 1,500,000 barrels 
at prices averaging about 3 cents a barrel lower 
than the lowest price of yesterday. There wasa 
report that the Standard Oil Company was as- 
sisting him in an endeavor to advance the price, 
with a view of enabling him to get out at a profit, 
but inquiry failed to confirm the report. Among 
the down-town business men the opinion was 
freely uttered that with a little time 
Mr. Keene would be able to pay his 
debts in full, although it might strip him 
of everything. A shrewd stock broker said last 
night: “‘Mr. Keene foretold his own doom three 
months ago, when he said: ‘Iam a bear on the 
situation, but a bull on the manipulation.’ He 
was too ceeeeneee and sharp not to see that 
there was nothing in the situation warranting 
an advance in prices, but rather the contrary. 
But he also knew that the little toads were all 
out of the puddle. and the big men had the 
stocks. He fully believed that Gould and Van- 
derbilt, wno had the stocks. would put them up 
and hold them to induce speculation, and on this 
he went in wildly. Of course he came to grief.” 

8. L, M. Barlow, Mr. Keene’s legal adviser, 
stated yesterday that he had nct had any conver- 
sation with his client since Wednesday, and knew 
of no facts “| to the case which have not 
already been stated. It was asserted by a broker 
who had an interview with Mr. Keene at the lat- 
ter’s office during the forenoon that several cred- 
itors were satisfied by cash payments. Mr. 
a he said, paid out between $4,000 and $5,000 
yesterday. 

But two > jaigments against Mr. Keene have 
been recorded in the County Clerk’s office within 
the past 10 years. Qne was obtained Feb. 16, 1883, 
in the Marine Court by Hugo V. Dore, for $157 50, 
and the other was obtained in the Supreme Court 
in Kings County, on the I6th of last month, by 
Robert C. Turner, for $238 79. Neither judgment 
has been satisfied. 


THE NEWS IN NEWPORT. 

NeEwPport, R.I., May 1.—The announce- 
ment that Keene had failed was received here 
with regret. Mr. Keene purchased Nathan Mat- 
thews’s villa, on Bellevue-avenue, bought land, 
and erected a large stableand private riding 
academy on Coggeshali-avenue. His family’ was 
very fond of Newport, and remained here all the 
year round. Their villa was burned on the morn- 
ing of Dec. 31, 1880, involving heavy loss, al- 
though the property was well insured. After 
the fire the family went to Hartmann’s, and 
remained there until they took a lease of 
the Burns cottage, on Hazard-avenue, which 
they occupied until a few months’ ago, 
when they went to Babylon, Long Island, 
and took a lease of a house at that p!ace, the 
lease — to-day. After purchasing the 
Matthews Keene improved it tosome ex- 
text, adding ~ picture gailery and nhouse, 
which to-day is stocked with at least $6,000 worth 
of choice tropical plants. The greenhouse, which 
has all the modern improvements, cost about 
— Mrs. Keene is noted for her charity, and 
pular among all classes. The family turn- 

outs were very elaborate. The Bellevue-avenue 
estate extends from Victoria to Shepard avenue, 


¥ and contains nearly three acres of land. Thelot 


on the corner of Coggeshall and Bateman 
avenues contains over 90. ayers feet of land, 
with a cottage house, Jarge stable, and riding hall. 

Mr. Keene paid the Western Union Tele h 
Company a large sum of money for theexclusive 
use of a special wire between his New-York office 
and Newport, and — an operator at this place. 
He was in the habit of spending Sunday here, 
leaving New-York late Saturday night by the 
Shore Line, and usually chartering a special 
steamer to meet him either at Wickford or v- 
idence, and he returned to the metropolis by the 
same means Sunday night. His son, Foxhall 
Keene, will be remembered as one of the best 
cross-country riders in this vicinity, and was 
always present at the meets of the Queens Coun- 
ty hunt. Mrs. Keene was a regular attendant at 

rinity Church, and gave liberally to every 
worthy object. She was especially considerate 
of the newsboys and Lege ow pa messengers. Since 
the fire Mr. Keene’s effects have been stored 
here. On Saturday a Newport party was re- 
quested to pack and forward them to New-York 
at once.

PHILADELPHIA, May 1.—The General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church began 
its sessions this morning in Association Hall.

Bishop Matthew Simp- 
son, the Senior Bishop of the church, presided in 
the opening devotional exercises and Bishop 
Thomas Bowman during the business proceed- 
ings. The Rev. Dr. David 8S. Monroe, of the Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania Conference, was elected Secre- 
tary. address of welcome was made by the 
Rev. Dr. Andrew Longacre, Chairman of the 
aoe snag ag = ong : He said snese — 
every ho t op Simpson wou n 
few da “ah be able to address the Confer- 
ence. ov. R. E. Pattison, of Pennsylvania, 
a delegate from the Philadelphia Conference, ex- 
tended a welcome to the delegates on behalf of 
the State of Pennsylvania. ‘We are proud,” 
said he, * of our mineral and menutactnring in- 
terests, but we are prouder of our educational 
influence.” He wished to bespeak for the Gen- 
eral Conference a cropping out of the spirit of 
the fathers. The response to the address of wel- 
come was made by Bishop Bowman. A brief ad- 
dreas was made by Gen. Clinton B. Fish, of the 
New-Jersey Conference. Bishop Harris in a few 
remarks presented on behalf of a descendant of 
Benson. the commentator, a Bible which had been 
used by John Wesley. A committee was ap- 
pointed to prepare a suitable response. 

At the afternoon session the Rev. Dr. J. M. 
Buckley, of the New-York East Conference, of- 
fered a plan providing for the appointment of 
the following 12 standing committees, which 
was adopted: On Episcopacy, on Itineracy, on 
Boundaries, on Revisal, on Tempora) Economy, 
on State of the Church, on Book Concern, on 
Missions, on Education, on Church Extension, 
on Sunday-schools and ‘Tracts, on Freedmen’s 
Aid and Work inthe South. The plan prepared 
by Bishop Andrews and submi by the Rev. 
Dr. Buckley, relative to the  constitu- 
tion of the committees, gave rise to a 
long debate. It provided that, the sev- 
eral delegations shall nominate their mem- 
bers to these committees, but with the 
following conditions: No delegate shall be ap- 

inted to more than two committees, except as 

ereinafter provided, which two committees 
shall meet, as above provided, on alternate days. 
Each delegation shall appoint one of_its mem- 
bers to the Committee on Boundaries. But when 
a delegation consists of only two members, (one 
ministerial and one lay,) its members of the Com- 
mittee on Boundaries may also be appointed to 
two other committees, and may be permanently 
excused from attendance by the Committee on 
Boundaries. The Rev. John D. Hammond, of 
Nevada, offered an amendment to strike out all 
after the following words: * As heretofore, the 
several delegates shall appoint their members to 
these committees.”” This would virtually re- 
move all conditions. There wasa long debate, 
after which the amendment was defeated by a 
vote of 176 to 185, and the plan as submitted was 
adopted. The Conference then adjourned until 
9 o’clock to-morrow morning.

THE REAL AND APPARENT DE. 
CREASE DURING APRIL. 

AN ACTUAL REDUCTION OF A LITTLE MORE 
THAN $2,000,000—aN INCREASE IN 
AVAILABLE CASH—THE GOLD FUND. 

WaAsHINGTON, May 1.—Although the pub- 


lic debt statement published to-day reports a 


reduction for April of $5,232,000, an amount near- 
ly double that reported for April of last year, 
there has been an actual reduction in the bonded 
debt of only $186,000, and in the non-interest- 
bearing debt of less than $2,000,000. The reported 
reduction is ascertained by deducting from 
the total indebtedness the cash in the Treas- 
ury. This shows a net increase of 
$2,000,000 since April 1, and with the actual re- 
duction already stated, together with a lessening 
of the liability on account of interest, explains 
the reduction reported in the official statement. 
For the 10 months ending yesterday, the reduc- 
tion was $87,000,000, against nearly $115,000,000 for 
the corresponding 10 months of the preceding 
fiscal year. The changes during the month in 
Treasury funds, as exhibited by the state- 
ment of assets and liabilities, are unusually 
marked. The available cash balance is now 
$52,652,974, an increase for the month of 
$1,734,000. The gold coinand gold bullion fund 
has run down from $211,000,000 on April 1to 
$196,000,000, while the outstanding gold certifi- 
cates show a falling off of over $12,000,000. There 


is now outstanding in these certificates $56,700,- 
000, which leaves the amount of gold held by 
the Treasury not covered by _ certificates 
less than $140,000,000. While these figures show 
a net loss of less than $5,000,600 in 
gold, the actual loss during the past 30 days is 
over $14,000,000. Thus, while the ownership of 
the Government in the gold fund has been im- 
paired only to the extent of $3,000,000, the Treas- 
ury has exchanged $12,000,000 of gold for certifi- 
cates, and that amount of gold, plus that paid 
omt by the Treasury on Government account, 
has disappeared from national vaults, and per- 
haps from the country. 

he accumulation of standard silver dollars 
moves steadily on, although not more than one- 
half the number coined last month returned to 
the Treasury. The number of these pieces now 
outstandi is 130,314,000, an increase for the 
month of 1,300,000. The outstanding silver cer- 
tificates, however, have been reduced about 
$400,000 since April 1, which leaves the net in- 
crease of silver dollars less than 1,000,000. The 
number of these coins not covered by certificates 
is 34,816,000. 

The amount of bonds held by the Treasurer to 
secure national bank circulation fell off $1,500,- 
000 during the month, the loss being entirely in 
8 per cents. Including the call for $10,000,000 
which matured to-day, there is outstanding of 
8 percent. bonds $254,622,000, of which amount 
the national banks hold to secure circulation, 
$183,000,000. 

The receipts from customs for April were $15,- 
213,358 and from internal revenue $10,108.38, 
yt gy and $9,621,000, respectively, for 
April, 1883. This increase is doubtless due to the 
change in the revenue laws which went into ef- 
fect for internal revenue on the Ist day of Ma 
lastand for customs on July 1. During April, 
1883, tobacco manufacturers and dealers held 
back to obtain the bene‘it of the reduced rates, 
which resulted in swelling the receipts for the 
first five days of last May to over $1,000,000 per 
day, notwithstanding the tobacco tax was re- 
duced one-half. The annexed table shows the 
receipts and expenditures for the 10 months end- 
ing April 30, 1883 and 1884:

LABOR TROUBLES.

STRIKES IN MANY PLACES AND OTHER 
STRIKES AHEAD, 

Pirrssura, Penn., May 1.—A secret meet-~ 
ing of the Iron Manufacturers’ Association of 
the West, which was organized during the strike 
of 1882, was held in this city to-day. The attend- 
ance was larger than at any meeting since that 
strike, $30,000,000 of capital being represented. A. 
F. Keating, of this city, presided. The commit- 
tee which met the representatives of the Amal- 
gamated association two weeks ago reported 
their failure to, agree on a rate of 
wages to be paid after June 1, and stated 
the arrangements offered by both sides. This 
was thoroughly discussed, and it was unanimous- 
ly resolved that the reduction of 10 per cent. de- 
manded by the manufacturers’ committee be ad- 
hered to, and the programme submitted at the. 
conference carried out at all hazards. Secretary’ 
Weeks says that so farashe knows this closes. 
the negotiations of the manufacturers, as not a 
word was’said about any further attempt to set- 
tle the differences. This was corroborated b 
manufacturers who stated positively that wor 
would be suspended after June 1 if the workmen 
do not come to terms. 

President Weihe, of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion, upon being informed of the action of the 
meeting, said: ‘I suppose they have made what 
they consider they best move, but if they con- 
tinue in that line they will find us and hera 
to stay. We are not eager for a contest, and 
hope that extreme measures may be averted, but 
if i#comes to a strife, they may find us stronger 
than they have expected. This fight, if fignt it is 
to be, will be quite different from that of 1882, 
for at that time we were out for an advance; 
now we will be resisting a reduction. The Amal- 
gamated Association will make a good fight when 
put upon the defensive.” 


PHILADELPHIA, May 1.—For two or three 
weeks past a feeling of dissatisfaction has exist- 
ed among the workmen employed in Disston & 
Son’s aes mill, Tacony, on account of the 
employment there of a new foreman who had 
come from“ down East” and who was exceed- 
ingly unpopular with his subordinates. Lately 
every fence in the village was posted with pla- 
cards denouncing him and threatening him with 
violence. Several meetings were held, the last 
being on Tuesday, in a public hall, at which near- 
ly the entire force of workmen were pres- 
ent. As ai result of the deliberations 
the men informed the firm yesterday that 
they would strike if the objectionable foreman 
was not dismissed. The firm promptly discharged 
the entire force except two men, and the rolling 
mill will be closed until new hands are employed 
or the old workmen resume under the direction 
of the newly selected foreman. The shutting 
down of theralling mill will, if continued for 
any considerable lerszth of time, compel a re- 
striction of operations in the other departments. 


BurFato, N. Y.. May 1.—About 20 labor- 
ers at the city freight-house of the New-York, 
Lake Erie and Western Railroad Company, on 
Exchange-street, struck for an increase of wages 
this afternoon. About the same time between 
50 and 60 handlers employed in the Central 
freight-house at East Buffalo quit work on being 
refused an increase of wages. They were paid 
off and another gang hired to take their places. 
Thirty hands at the Lake Shoreand Michigan 
Southern freight-house also went out dissatistied 
with their pay, but a compromise was effected 
and they went back to work. The places of the 
dissatisfied men of the Erie Road were quickly 
filled with other laborers, of which there are a 
large number unemployed in the a 4 A letter 
was received this morning from the Manager of 
the Union Steam-boat Company, directed to the 
President of the labor associations, in answer to* 
a communication looking to an arbitration of 
the difficulties, in;which he declines to consider 
any proposition for arbitration. 


READING, Penn., May 1.—Four hundred 
Italian laborers in the employ of Nolan & Orr- 
my contractors on the Pennsylvania Schuylkill 
Valley Railroad, struck for higher wages this 
morning. They want $1 35 per day instead of 
$1 25 as heretofore, and as they were refused 
they quit work in a body and _— the day along 
the banks of the Schuylkill. e contractors ex- 
ct to hire laborers in Philadelphia and New- 
ork to complete the grading. 


Boston, Mass., May 1.—The reduction in 
the output of the New-England mills will go 
into effect by the Lowell companies, who will 
shut down Saturdays, beginning this week. The 
shut-down cannot be made uniform throughout 
New-England, but of the 8,000,000 cotton spindles 
in the New-England States from 5.000.000 to 
4,000,000 have agreed to reduce the production. 


Toronto, Ontario, May 1.—Three hun- 
dred tracklayers and laborers on the Ontario 
and Quebec Railway, near here, struck for 
higher wages this morning. Nothing can be 
done until the return of the Superintendent of 
Construction, who is now making a tour of in- 
spection of the line.

TESTIMONY AS TO MR. HINSDALE’S 


INFATUATION. 

FLORENCE HINSDALE REFUSES TO SPEAK TO 
HER FATHER—WILLIE CARLL’S RELA-

A vagrant cow stood placidly upon the 
steps of the Queens County Court-house yester- 
day morning when the 12 intelligent jurors in 
the Hinsdale divorce suit filed in to listen to 
more testimony concerning William R. Hins- 
fale’s neglect of his family and his attentions to 
Mrs. Maud Carll.

*“pomposure. She was attired in brown and wore 


rscarf over her shoulders, and she held a single 
geranium blossom in her hand. Her mother oc- 
cupied her usual seat near her counsel, and she 
was accompanied by little Belle Ray, the child 
who has been frequently referred *to during the 
suit. 

Florence testified that during Mrs. Carll’s visit 
to her father in Garden City, in the Summer of 
1880, she changed her dress very often, and she 
had seen her wear as many as five different gowns 
in one day. All her dresses were elegant and ex- 
pensive. Mrs. Carll left Garden City on a Tues- 
day and her father was not at home that day. 
She was not aware then that her father had 
rooms at Mrs. Carll’s house in Brooklyn and did 
not learn of it until July. The news made her 


mother very il] and she cried almost incessantly 
for several days. Onthe evening of the 6th of 
September of that year, after her father had 
been away from home for two months, he cailed 
at the house to see her mother. She told him 
hee mother was sick and he went up stairs 
to see her. The next morning her mother 
had the furniture packed and she was 
told they were going to leave home. Two 
days later her father called again, and talked to 
ber mother, and then her uncle, Elizur B. Hins- 
dale, came in, and the three held a conference. 
She was calied into the room. and found her 
father and mother in tears. They told her that 
they were reconciled, and were not going to 
move, and her father promised to stay at home 
nights and never to see Mrs. Carll again. A few 
days later ber father was away all night, and 
when he came home her mother asked, * Where 
have you been?’ He replied, “ Don’t_ask me.” 
She persisted, ** Did you stay at Mrs, Carll’s last 
night 7” and he replied, * Yes, I did.” 

“It bas been testified,” said Gen. Tracy. * that 
Willie Caril ence put some grass in the bosom of 
your mother’s dress, in your presence.

Florence identified a letter, which was intro- 
duced in evidence, written by her to Willie Caril 
after her mother had learned of Mr. Hinsdaie’s 
relations with Mrs. Carll.

My DEAREST WILLIE: Your letter came this morn- 
ing. Mamma andl were very glad to get it and know 
that her letter reached you all right.

any more at present and that you must not come Sun- 
day. He is afraid it will make trouble. 
You may write « me as often as you like and I will 
answer you. I am very lonesome and it is nice to hear 
from you. I hope you had a nice time at the fair, and 
you must write and tell me all about the bed-quilts. 


With love and kisses from mamma and Ay 4 te 


Mamma says she is not settled yet. 

The following postscript is added in Mrs. Hins- 
dale’s hand: 

Asto where we are going be a patient boy. We are 
in plenty of trouble yet. Write oftem and tell us all 
you can even if you do not get jetters. With love. F. 

Horace R. Fletcher, real estate agent and coal- 
dealer of Brooklyn, testified that in the latter 

art of February or the Ist of March, 1880, Mr. 

Villam R. Hinsdale and Mrs. Carll came to his 
office together in a ae to see about —- 
a house. He supposed that they were husban 
and wife. They rented a house near his office, 
and he ofter saw them go in and out together 
and saw them walking together on the street. He 
furnished the house with coal, which was or- 
dered sometimes by one and sometimes by the 
other. On cross-examination, Mr. Fletcher was 
asked concerning Mr. Hinsdale’s manner toward 
Mrs. Carll. 

** Well,” said Mr. Fletcher, “ his appearance was 
that of a man under subjection, as if—if he were 
told to goand lie down, he’d do it. Ispoke to 
him about it once, and he said he didn’t think it 
Was any disgrace fora one to do a, lady's 
chores. I told him that 1 didn’t think it did a 
married woman any good to have a man like 
him around her.” 

“You seem to have formeda very elaborate 
opinion,” said Mr. Britton. “‘Did you ever see 
him on any other occasion?” 3 

** Yes,” replied Mr. Fletcher;” “he came into 
my office to borrow $5 once. I told him I wasn’t 
lending money. I had heard he had a babit of 
borrowing.” 

A recess was taken at the close of Mr. Fletch- 
er’s testimony, and as Florence Hinsdale stepped 
into the corridor her father touched her shoulder 
and asked, harshly: : 

“Why didn’t you speak tome yesterday when 
I saw you in the street?” 

The girl turned and looked him squarely in the 
face, her eyes blazing: ** Let me pass, Sir!” was 
all she said, and Mr. Hinsdale stood aside. 

James Rorke testified in the afternoon that he 
leased a house to Mrs. Carll in Brooklyn in 1881. 
Mr. W.R. Hinsdale came to his office in New- 
Yorkin the latter part of February or the first of 
March and told him that a lady desired to see 
him outside. He went into the street and found 
Mrs. Carll in a carriage. She told him that she 
desired to rent the house Mr. Fletcher had shown 
her. He told her that the rent was $1,000, and 
that he should require her to give references, 
She favs the references and engaged the house 
and lived there for two years. Mr. Hinsdale came 
to see him the next Spring about the extension 
of the lease. Afterward the witness called at 
Mrs. Carli’s house about the matter, and Hins- 
dale argued about itin Mrs. Carll’s presence un- 
til she told him to go up stairs and let her attend 
to her own business. 

William H. Buck, a rin Sixth-avenue, 
Brooklyn, testified that he furnished Mrs. Carll’s 
house with groceries and champagnes, which 
were paid for by both Mrs. Carll and Mr. Hins- 
dale. Two employes of a woe furniture 
firm swore that Mrs. Carli and Mr. Hinsdale 
bought furniture there to furnish the house in 
Sixth-avenue, and that Mr. Hinsdale gave a note 
for $627 25 to pay forit. One of the clerks said 
that he saw Mrs. Carll and Mr. Hinsdale at Coney 
Island together, near the Snesevesery on Deco- 
ration Day, 1880. Miss Frances E. Hall testified 
that she went with Mr. E. B. Hinsdale and Mrs. 
William Hinsdale to a symphony concert in 
Steinway Hall on the same evening that, accord- 
ing to the testimony of Mrs. Gates, Mrs. Hinsdale 
went into Mr. E. B. Hinsdale’s room in the house 
at Garden City at ll o’clock. Miss Hall testified 
that they did not get back from New-York until 
after 1o’clock. 

Deputy Sheriff Charles I. Smith, of Hempstead, 
swore that he was employed as watchman of the 
Stewart estate in 1879 and 1880. Onedayin May, 
1879, he saw Mrs. Carll come into Mr. William 
Hinsdale’s oflice in Garden City, and go with him 
into the private office. Afterwsrd Mr. Hinsdale 
went driving with her, and the carriage came 
back empty. He did not see Mr, Hinsdale until 
the next day, when she arrived in Garden City 
by a train from Brooklyn. Willie Carll was play- 
ing with Florence then, and he was only a child- 
ish boy. Charles E. Topping, of the Long Island 
Railroad,and Dr. Z. P. Dennler, of Hunter's Point, 
testified that they had made an examination of 
the Hinsdale house, and that it would have been 
impossible forthe man Louis Hensento have 
witnessed anything on the second floor as he 
swore he did on Tuesday. Mr.C. L. Allen, of 
Garden City, swore that Mr. Hinsdale told hima 
few days after Mrs. Hinsdale left Garden City 
that the reason he sent her away was to protect 
a boy in his employ named Willie Carll, whom 
she had drugged and attempted to ruin. Hins- 
dale told him to say nothing about it, and the 
witness never mentioned it, butin a few days it 
was the gossip of the village. Calvin Williams, 
of Brooklyn, testified that he had called upon 
Mrs. Carli and Mr. Hinsdale when they 
were living- together at No. 
avenue, in Brooklyn. The house was elegantly 
furnished. Mrs. Carll’s husbana at that time was 
living in a cheap boarding-house down town, on 
the first floor from the roof. Mr. Carll’s room, 
the witness said, was about § feet by 10 in dimen- 
sions and was furnished with a ten-doliar suit of 
furniture. A stable-keeper and two drivers swore 
that Mr. Hinsdale kept a horse and coupé in 
Brooklyn while be was living with Mrs. Carll, 
which was used in common by Mrs. Carll, her 
daughter, and Mr. Hinsdale. One of the drivers 
said that his‘daily duty was to take Mr. Hinsdale 
to the station, then transport Miss Carli to 
school, and afterward to take Carli shopping. 

Belle Ray, a lovely little girl of 14 years, who is 
a niece of Mrs. Hinsdale, and lived with her 
while Willie Carll was there, testified that he was 
only a + playmate of herself and Florence Hins- 
dale. Mrs. Matilda ¥lower, a tall woman with an 
E-tlat voice, which occasionally ran up to X, who 
wore yellow kid gloves and a brown straw bon- 
net, said that she was a servant in the Hinsdale 

amily before Marie Hansen came. She had seen 

r. Hinsdale with Mrs. Carll at the Garden Cit; 
Hotel. ‘They talked together,” she said in fal- 
setto tones, which disturbed the gravity of the 
court himself, “like a girl and. her fellow 
would talk.”. Mrs. Flower said that she saw Mr.’ 
Hinsdale and Mrs. Carll together in a street car 
in Brooklyn after the eeparation. She sat next 
to him, and inquired whether he remembered her. 
He informed her that he did not. She told him 
who she was, and ine about his family mat-

THE NEWMAN TROUBLES IN COURT 


—_— 


THE DOCTOR WILL BE ALLOWED TO AD- 
MINISTER THE COMMUNION ON SUNDAY. 
Color was lent to the narrow little court- 

room in, which Chief-Justice Sedgwick, of the 

Superior Court, sat yesterday by a blush rose 

that nestled closo to the well-reaped chin of 

Spruce Deacon Wright, one of the adherents and 

legal advisers of Dr. John P. Newman, of the 

Madison-Avenue Congregational Church. The 

proceedings in the court would have been tame 


and dreary had not Mr. Thomas G. Shearman, 


given interest to them by a dissertation on 
the merits of the governmental system of the 
Presbyterian Church, and on the Congregational 
Church as it is, and as some innovators would 
like to have it. All this he introduced as 
““matter of color,” as the common law phrase 


is. His exposition and indorsement of the 
Plymouth Church doctrine that every Congre- 
gational Church is the Congregational Church 
was listened to with pleased interest by Dr. Ed- 
ward Beecher, as well as by Deacons Wright, 
Foster, and Trustee Nicoll: Deacons Ranney 
and Cummings and Trustee Ferdinand T. Hop- 
kins, who are opposed to Dr. Newman, listened 
with equal interest, but without approval of the 
“matter of color.” 

The motion before Judge Sedgwick was for the 
continuance ot the injunction obtained by 
Trustee Hopkins restraining Dr. Newman trom 
acting as Pastor of the Madison-Avenue Congre- 
gational Church, and its Trustees from paying 
him a salary, and from doing anything in purst- 
unce of a plan to reorganize the church, as well 
as from doing, or allowing to be doue, a great 
many other things. Messrs. Austin Abbott and 
William Ives Washburn appeared for the mo- 
tion. Deacons Wright and Foster assisted Mr. 
Shearman to oppose it. Asa preliminary objec- 
tion, Mr. Shearman said that although the great- 
er part of the matters stated in the injunction 
order referred to an ecclesiastical body within 
the church, that body was not properly madea 
arty, and its members should therefore be re- 

efteved from the burden of the order. Judge 
Sedgwick declined to hear a motion to 
modify the order at that time, and Mr, Abbott 
said that he wished the hearing to be on the main 
uestion. He woukl merely call attention to the 
fact that at a church meeting on Wednesday 
night Dr. Newman had called a friend to the 
chair and a Deacon had then been elected. This 
proceeding, Mr. Abbott said, was a contempt of 
the order of the court anda violation of the 
usages of the church. He then read the papers 
on which the injunction order was granted. He 
started to read some new affidavits, but Mr. 
Shearman objected to them, saying: 

“ Very large liberty is assumed by some per- 
sons, such liberty as I would not presume to ask 
for, but I never heard before of affidavits being 
read before they were served. Such a practice 
could only be followed by a person who pretend- 
ed to represent a church.” 

The new affidavits were not read. Mr. Abbott 
argued that the attempt of Mr. Newman to be- 
come permanent Pastor of the church through 
his own vote and the votes of persons not mem- 
bers of the church was in violation of the cus- 
tomg of Congregationalism. The church had 
been deprived of the vital principle of life, he 
said, by non-commupicants, and. its members 
had been driven to hold their meetings outside 
of the church edifice. However binding the con- 
tract between it and Dr. Newman might be ina 
legal sense, he was not the Pastor of the Madi- 
son-Avenue Congregational Church within the 
rules of Congregationalism, and under the act 
of 1875 the rules of that denomination must be 
een in the selection of a Pastor for that 
church. 

Mr. Shearman said that he could not find a 
cause of action set forth in the complaint. The 
suit was by a secular Trustee‘against a secular so- 
ciety for the pur of what seemed to be an 
ecclesiastical Mody within the secular body. But 
the ecclesiastical body had not been made a 
party to the record, and the complaint must fall 
and be dismissed for that defect init. As the 
ecclesiastical body had not been made a party its 
memibers who acted at the election of a Deacon 
on Wednesday night did not violate the injunc- 
fon. for the order of the court did not apply to 
them. 

As to Dr. Newman’s position, Mr. Shearman 
argued that the complaint set forth that he had 
been employed by the church corporate, the 
church ecclesiastic, and the Board of Trustees. 
The Trustees alone had the power to appoint or 
dismiss a Pastor, their decision being subject to 
review by the courts, and to reversal only on 

roof that they acted in violation of the will of 
he great majority of the corporators. Mr. 
Shearman argued that Dr. Newman had been 
pons apy by the church corporate and ecclesi- 
astic and the Trustees; that he could only be dis- 

missed by his employers in —— and that 
he must be paid his salary till dismissed. He 
pressed his plea that there was a defect of par- 
ties to the complaint, and insisted that Trustee 
Hopkins, not being a member of the church so- 
ciety, had no standing as a plaintiff. 
® In reply, Mr. Abbott argued that the papers on 
his side were in proper form, the action being 
merely one by a loyal stee to compel his fel- 
lows to refrain from doing things that were not 
within their province, and thus to getrid ofa 
man who claimed, improperly, to be the Pastor 
of the church, Praying that the members of the 
church may come together as Christians, Mr. 
Abbott submitted his case “* with confidence.” 
After hearing a further controversy as to the 
meaning of some phrases used by Mr. Abbott, 
Chief-Justice Sedgwick said that Dr. Newman 
might hold communion services next Sunday. 


SHOPPING BY MAIL, 


A SYSTEM BY WHICH EVERYBODY MAY BUY 
GOODS IN THIS CITY. 


Of late years people in the country and 
in neighboring cities have found it convenient 
to do much of their shopping in this city by mail. 
In emulation of their example, many city peo- 
ple, who are at a loss for time in which to visit 
the stores, give most of their shopping tours into 
the untiring hands of the postman. The re- 
markable growth of this feature of the retail 
trade is shown in the Spring and Summer cata- 
logue just issued by the well-known firm of H. 
O'Neill & Co., Sixth-avenue and Twentieth- 
street, which gives in detail many methods by 


which shopping may be made easy. The mailing 
department of this firm may be taken as an illus- 
tration of the manner in which people do shop- 
ping by proxy. Three mails bringing orders for 
goods are received from the West each day, and 
four mails filled with goods are sent out. In 
this way an order is filled and started toward the 
customer on the same day on which it is receiyed. 
In case an order calls for a wrap or costume 
which must be manufactured, there is a slight 
delay, never in any case exceeding six days. In 
sending out goods, the firm pays half the express 
or mail charges on all orders exceeding $50, and 
sells a garment made to order at the same price 
as one ready-made, provided that the bust meas- 
ure does not exceed 40 inches. The system on 
which orders are filled is somewhat elaborate. 
To insure absolute correctness, the order and 
goods pass through the hands of seven_persons, 
who see that the customer gets the right thing. 
With the exception of articles made to order, 
all goods may be returned, in good con- 
dition, within a reasonable time and exchanged 
for other orthe money originally paid will 
be refunded. By this method a person can live 
in Oshkosh or Albany and do shopping in this 
city without leaving the house. Care must be 
taken, however, that the order is plainly written 
and clearly worded, so that the small army of or- 
der clerks will have no difficulty in knowing just 
what is wanted.

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SCENES ON MOVING DAY. 
_——~> —_ 
AN UNUSUAL EXODUS FROM THIS CITY TO 
BROOKLYN. 

If Macaulay’s New-Zealander had been 
sitting on the Brooklyn Bridge yesterday he 
would have thought that a pestilence was 
feared in this city, for truck-loads of house- 
hold goods were seen all day rolling over 
toward the easterly -shores of the East 
River. Fulton Ferry had its share of the 
work, and the swearing of truckmen was abroad 
on the water. Piled up in inartistic confusion, 
generally with the mirrors at the bottom of the 
load, the bedding on top, and the ruthless coal 
shovel wandering around in the midst thereof, 


seeking what it might devour, the loads were not 
att ive to the eye. No onecould have doubt- 
ed that it was the first day of May, the day that 
tries men’s souls—and furniture. The tide of 
travel over the Brooklyn Bridge and the East 
River ferries showed that more people were go- 
ing to Brooklyn to live than were coming to 
New-York. Butthe gateman at Fulton Ferry 
said he thought there were more coming this way 
than there were last year. 

In the down-town districts misery and despair 
filled the soul of every elevator my 4 He could 
not stare into the face of every inquirer as to 
where a certain office was in the building and 
answer, “ Roorhfortyfourfourtioor!’ The ele- 
vator boy did not know anything about the 
matter hintself. So many peuple had moved out 
andso many had moved in that the boy was 
more mixed up than the furniture. In some of 
the new buildings, like the new Mutual Life and 
Washington buildings, which were not quite fin- 
ished, the confusion was perfect chaos. Law 
books and pamphlets were strewn about in every 
direction, and things looked as if some dude had 
imported an earthquake because there had been 
one in England. {[t was stated by those who 
thought they knew something in the midst of the 
muddle that there was no more nor no less 
than the average amount of moving down town. 
Uptown any man who did not remember very 
distinctly May 1, 188, would have sworn that 
there was ten times as much moving going on as 
there was last) year. Among the residents of 
fashionable districts the amount of moving was 
naturally not very great. There were a consid- 
erable number of changes among the inhabitants 
of flats. People who dwell in fiats move early 
end often because of the previousness of the jan- 
itor. After g janitor has been in a fiat three 
months he thinks he owns the whole business, 
people andall. After ali the people have been 
driven out of the house the owner goes around 
and throws the janitor off the top balcony of the 
fire escape. A great many new flat-houses have 
been built since last year, and they were filling 
up very rapidly. 

“Whence do these families come?” a truck 
driver was asked. 

“A good many on ’em,” said he, “comes from 
other fiat-bouses, an’ a good sight more on ’em 
comes from boardin’-houses; 1 means from cheap 
boardin’-houses. Folks can’t afford to live in 
boardin’-houses nowadays onless_ they’re rich. 
In cheap boardin’-houses they don’t git nawthin’ 
fit to eat an’ git half chawed up o’ nights by bed- 
fellers what they ortn’t to have. A decent board- 
in’-house charges a man with a family so much 
that he can’t pay onless he’s wealthy, an’ most on 
‘em won't have children at any price. So we git 
—— an’ cradles an’ things on the Ist o’ 

lay. 

* How are prices for moving this year?” 

“Same as usual. The law allows us $3 for a 
two-horse load for two miles, but we git a blamed 
sight more sometimes. I got $10 for my first load 
to-day from a man what wanted to move all ona 
sudden.” 

There was a goodly amount of marine - to 
Harlem and the up-town cross-streets. In all the 
cross-streets inhabited by any of those whose 
names do not figure in the accounts of the 
Patriarchs’ ball and such entertainments, there 
were many changes of base. Some of the streets 
were lined with rows of trucks. The furniture 
was not always handled with care. Some of the 
truckmen —— to be inspired with the spirit 
ofthe man who wrote the directions for going to 
a fire and who advised the firemen to throw the 
baby out of the window and carry the feather 
bed down stairs. Small boys hovered around 
every wagon-load, howling with delight when 
the truckmen dropped anything, and grinning 
with undisguised pleasure at the unparliamentary 
language of the head of the house. The Ist of 
May did not bring joy to anyone except the 
truckmen and the small boy, but they were both 


happy. 

‘Phe gatemen at the ferries on the North 
River front reported thut there was a considera- 
ble amount of moving from New-Jersey to 
New-York. Careful investigation failed to show 
that any bank Cashiers or town officials had 
come over. “ You see,” said the gateman, 
“most of ’emare in State prison, an’ the rest 
have got all the work they can go.” Nor did it 
appear that the movers from New-Jersey came 
away on account of the severe administration of 
the laws in that State. Generally speaking, 1t 
may be said that the msual amount of moving 
was done yesterday, with a slight possible in- 
crease. 

Truckmen say there was less moving in Brook- 
lyn yesterday than on the corresponding day for 
anumber of years back, but that for the past 
two weeks many families have changed their 
places of residence. To the casual observer 
the amount of moving being done appeared to 
be very large, but a visit to the principal truck 
stands showed that many vehicles were unem- 
ployed. A list kept by the bridge officials since 
April 1 shows that during that time 285 loads of 
furniture crossed from New-York to Brooklyn, 
and 389 loads from Brooklyn to New-York.

A LITTLE FEE FOR GEORGE BLISS. 


THE ENTIRE POLICE FORCE CONTRIBUTING 
TO PAY A COUNSEL BILL, 

The police force were paid their salaries 
for the month of April yesterday, and a great 
deal of dissatisfaction was expressed by many 
patrolmen who were asked to contribute toward 
a fund which was being collected, ostensibly to 
pay counsel engaged to assistin the passage by 


-the Legislature of, the Pension act and the bill 


equalizing and increasing the pay of patrolmen. 
The men, it is understood, were asked to con- 
tribute voluntarily toward the fund, and but few 


refused, although many grumbled. It is under- 
stood that many of the Captains contributed 
as much as $100 each, while the majority of 
the Sergeants paid $10 each, and the contribu- 
tions of the patrolmen ranged from $1 to $5each. 
The ‘money thus contributed, it is asserted, will 
be placed in the hands of the committee who 
were appointed at a meeting of the Police Cap- 
tains for the purpose of preparing and present- 
ing to the islature bills providing for the 
maintenance of the pension fund, which was ina 
state of collapse, and for the equalizing of the 
salaries of the patrol force, who were receiving 
pay at the rates of $800, $900, $1,000,and $1,200 
per annum. The bills passed the Legisla- 
ture, and after they reached the Governor 
he raised a constitutional objection to the one 
equalizing and increasing the salaries of the pa- 
trolforce. This bill provides that all patrolmen 
who shall have been on the force three years on 
Jan. 1, 1885, shall thereafter receive $1,200 per an- 
num, which shall also be the pay of all thereafter 
appointed. The Governor held that the bill 
was in conflict with the constitutional pro- 
vision which prohibits the increase or de- 
crease of the pay of an officer appointed or 
elected during his term of office. It was deemed 
noccmany SY the committee in charge of the 
matter engage counsel to argue the case 
before the Governor. Mr. George Bliss was em- 
ployed for this service, and his arguments were 
so potent and convincing that Gov. Cleveland 
signed the bills. As explained by several officers 
ot the department yesterday. contributions were 
asked for from the members of the police force 
most benefited by the recent legislative enact- 
ments for the purpose of paying counsel a hand- 
some fee for his services and reimbursing him 
for expenses incurred by him and the committee 
who had the matter in charge while in Albany 
pending the passage of the bills. The amount 
realized is not at present known.

THE WESTERN UNION’S NEW SCHEDULE. 
The reivsed schedule of message rates 
issued by the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany went into effect yesterday. This new sche- 
dule embraces many radical reductions. Officers 
of the company explain that in pursuance of 
their policy of making their tariff list uniform, 
reductions of from 15 to 30 per cent. have been 
made inthe charges for messages sent to and 
from Southern points. For instance, rates that 
bave heretofore been 75.cents are now 60 cents, 
and rates that were formerly 60 cents are now 50 
cents.

AN OLD HOTEL CLERK DEAD. 
Denis T. Caddigan, the oldest hotel clerk, 
it is said, in America, died yesterday of apoplexy 
at the Sturtevant House, where he had been 
staying for the last five months. Mr. Caddigan 
had passed more than 50 years of his life in the 
principal hotels of the country. In 1830 he was

After this move he went to Paran Stevens 
at the Revere House, Boston, and then to the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel in this city, which had just 
been opened. The Continental Hotel, Phila- 
delphia, next saw Mr. Caddigan, and for the 
ast 23 years he had been at the St. Nicholas 
n this city. A strange coincidence is that 
the St. Nicholas, with which Mr. Caddigan 
had been so long connected, delivered up its keys 
at noon yesterday and ceased to be ahotel. A 
few hours afterward Mr. Caddigan died. He is 
said to have been the type of the old-fashioned 
hotel clerk.

VIEWS OF THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ON 
UNDERVALUATIONS. 


The Chamber of Commerce held its first 
meeting in its new rooms in the Mutual Life In- 
surance Building, Nassau and Cedar streets, yes- 
terday afternoon, and it called out a larger num- 
ber of prominent merchants than has gathered 
together in the Chamber for a long time. The 
new rooms, which front on Nassau-street, are 
largeand commodious, elegantly finished in ma- 
hogany, of which the desks and chairs are also con- 
structed, and the general effect is very rich and 


leasing. James M. Brown presided at the mect- 

ng, which was the one hundred and sixteenth 
annual gathering of the Chamber. Secretary 
Wilson read a communication from William E. 
D , presenting to the Chamber a painting of 
his father, the late William E. Dodge, and asking 
that it be added to the collection of pictures on 
the walls of the rooms. The picture was accept- 
ed, und the thanks of the Chamber were voted to 
the family of Mr. Dodge for the gift. 

Jackson 8. Schultz, Chairman of the Special 
Committee on Revenue Reform, made a pre- 
liminary report in regard to certain complaints 
which had been laid before the committee. The 
report says that a reconsideration will probably 
be made of the Treasury regulation by which in- 
voices of goods valued at Jess than $100 are now 
required to be accompanied by consular certifi- 
cates.

The most skillful expert, the 
report says, cannot be depended on.to fix value 
with absolute correctness, and in the opinion of 
the committee, if the bill proposed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury becomes law, it will 
render impossible the importation of any kind 
of merchandise subject to ad valorem duties. 
“Your committee,” the report concludes, 
“agree with the merchants in believing that oniy 
two methods of reform are available, for the 
goeper: of doing away with undervaluation 

ifficulties, namely, a change from ad valorem to 
specific duties, or a surrender of the merchan- 
dise by sale to the Government, and therefore 
your committee report that they are unani- 
mously of the opinion that duties should be 
made specific wherever practicable, and that 
where ad valorem duties are retained, because 
specific duties are not practicable, the surrender 
by sale to the Government of the merchan- 
dise alleged to be undervalued should be the 
Governmen?’s only remedy.”’ 

The report was accepted, and action upon it 
was postponed until the next regular meeting. 
James W. Elwell, Chairman of the Auditing 
Committee, reported the accounts of the Treas- 
urer correct, and that there was a balance of 
$12,236 97 in the treasury. She election of of- 
ficers followed.

Mr. Gerry did not object to 
the examination being set down for next Mon- 
day, provided the defendant, who claimed to pro- 
duce the piece in which Laura appeared last 
Tuesday at the old Union League Club-house 
Theatre, stipulated that she should not perform 
pending litigation.

ACCUSED OF MURDER.
